of Diſeaſes, (the Venereal eſpecially”) giving ut, 
#ndifferently to all ſorts of Perſons, Sallvating every 


one, without any reſpect to the Temperament they 
are of, or knowledge of the true Nature of their 
Diſeaſe, to the producing divers very peruicions 
Conſequences : Something of which may be ſeen 
by the following Caſe from à certain Author. 


A young Gentleman ( ſays he ) whom it is 
by no means proper to name, becauſe he is re- 


claim'd from his extravagant Courſes, and 


now lives reputably among his Friends, after 
the moſt irregular and lewd Life, for three or 
four years together, in which time he had been 
ſeven or eight times Clap'd, Pox'd, and Flux'd, 
at laſt apply'd himſelf to me, when he was 1n 
a very miſerable Condition, his Tongue was all 
full of Ulcers, and one fide of jt ſpread over 
with a Callous, which I perceiv'd had been oc 
caſion d from his uſe of Vitriol Stone, and _ 
(By : |; : Ike 
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like -Cauſticks 3 he had almoſt loſt his Voice, 


and he had a dry LZeproxs Scab upon his Arms, 
Elbows, under his Knees in the Gartering- 
place, &c. I found Bleeding under the Tongue 


wonderfully relieve the Calloſity. of it, and that? 


with ſome proper Gargariſms, ſoon freed his 


Mouth from the Ulcers. After this I put Him 


into a gentle Spitting, that he might go abroad 


with, and that, together with an Electuary af- 


terwards of Sweeteners, freed him entirely from 
his Leproxs Scabs. However, living very wild 


and drinking exceſſively, he would every now

tious how they preſume to make uſe of ſo ſuſpected 
2 Medicine; not but that Man muſt be deem d un- 
skilful, or has ſeen but a very little way into the 
Nature of Things, or elſe is wholly ſwallow'd up in a 
popular Prejudice againſt it, that kyows not that 
Quick-filver, as quick as it is, may be tamed by 
Art, and ma), by a diſcreet hand, be applied to 
very extraordinary purpoſes ; and now I am ſpeak- 
ing of taming it, 1 ſhall obſerve, as I have largely 
in the Book, that there is a Medicine which bein, 
exhibited, where Mercury has been unreaſon@ly 
or unskilfully given, either incorporates with it, and 
paſſes off by Stool, or drives and forces it thro the 
Pores of the Skin,ſo as to diſcharge it even tho lodg d 
in the cloſeſt Receſſes of the Body.

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ye true Intent then of this Treatiſe i: to ren-

Tealians or French; I ſay, I ſhall not ſpend time about 
thoſe Definitions which are only ſpeculative, and tend 
more to ſatisſie the Curious, than to edifie the Neceſ- 
— oy therefore for breviry ſake, purpoſely paſs 
Neither is it pertinent to my 8 Deſign, to 
relate here, Mbere, or from Mat this Diſtemper owes 
its Original, or How, or Men it came to be ſpread 
over the greateſt part of the World, it being ſuffici- 
ent, and too notorious, that we know it to be a com-

ver, in being kiſs d by thoſe foul Sluts that have Vene- 
real Ulcers in their Throats, or Mouths, as too many 
miſerable Inſtances have made manifeſt. de 
I ſay, it is ſufficient that we know it to be a Di- 
ſtemper daily gotten, and know how to Cure it; and 
indeed ſo very frequently is it gotten now, that as a 
certain Author takes notice, it is undeniable that the 
Pax in this looſe and diſſolure Age, is more propagar- 
ed in one Day, than an hundred Years ago it was in a 
Month, and the number of Venereal Patients conſe- 
quently multiplied.

for then thoſe infected, had innumerable Ulcers, rough 
Puſtulous Excreſcences, bunching out in the bags and 

bulk of Acorns, from which flowed a filthy Humour, 
of ſuch a ſtinking exhalation, or ſmell, that che Noſes 
of thoſe that ſmelt ir, were believ'd to be preſently 
infected. The colour of thoſe filthy Puſtules was be- 


tween black and green, the ſight of which as much 


tormented and terrified the Patient, as did their grie- 
vous Pain. Therefore all People did ſhun the fight of 
them, and more avoided touching them, than any 


thing belonging to any Diſeaſe beſides. 


And that in Ching, as I have been told by a Gentle- 


man that was my Patient, who for a conſiderable time 
liv'd there, the Venereal Infection is call'd the Laza- 


ru, and affects thoſe that have it with a contraction 
of the Fingers, Sc. and breakings our in the Body, 


particularly with thick Scabs all down the Thighs and 


Legs, like the Diſtemper call:d. the Farcy in Horſes, 
and that they are very unſightly, painfal and loath- 


ſome, and are ſeldom, if ever, Cured, if the Infection 


be great, or arrives to its height of Inyereracy. _ 
This Infectious Evil, ſays an Author, raged by 


Wholeſale in the American Iſlands, and (tho I thought

Dr. Martin Liſter ſays, it is to be believ'd, that it 
proceeded at firſt, either from rhe Biting of ſome Ve- 
nomous Animal, or from ſome Food certainly Poy- 
ſonous ; ir being very well known that the Americans 
freely eat certain Serpents (of which innumerable new 
Species or Kinds are amongſt the Indians unknown to 
us) and ſo either from the poyſonous Nature of that 
their impure Diet, or the Bitings of thoſe poyſonous 
Serpents (as from the Biting of a Mad-Dog, an Hy- 
.  drophoby is occaſion'd) either, ſays he, from that ex- 
ternal and internal Cauſe was the Venereal Diſeaſe 
certainly bred, which when once begotten, infected 
afrerwards with a Contagion. e | 
And he rells us, Thar Conſalvus Oviedus a Noble 
Spaniard, make the ſame Obſervation, who among all 
the Spaniards was the moſt faithful Hiſtorian of the 
Nature of Things, and was for many Years one of the 
chief Governovrs of thoſe Iſlands ; of him there are 
ſome Books extant, although many written by him 
are loſt ; and was a Man Cardan allows ro be compar- 
ed with ancient Writers ; and among the other Ani- 
mals, which he mentions to be in Nef- India, he 
exactly deſcribes the Inguana, ro be no mean little 
Beaſt of the kind of four-foored Serpents, upon which 
the Indians fed greedily, accounting them a Dainty; 
therefore the Spaniſh Men after their example, pur

Thus does this Author fay of thoſe mention d, and 
other Poyſons, how that they imprint the like _ 
rhe Perſon that has either been bitten by them, or 
has eaten of them; ro ſhew how the poſſibiliry of the 
Venereal Infection, from thoſe poyſonous Animals, 
may be infus d, and that it might be propagared ar 
firſt + mk Beaſt to Man, and ſo Gatte from Man 
ro Woman, or Woman to Man, ro what we daily find 
it to be now; and thus he ſtates the Original of the 
Venereal Lues. 

 Eirovanti will not allow that this Diſeaſe was brought 
from the H- Indies, but on the contrary affirms, I hat 
the French firſt got it at the Siege of Napies, by feeding. 
upon dead Mens Carkaſſes, which Diet they were for- 
ced to take up with, being almoſt famiſſi d; and as a 
proof thereof, ſays be, feed but a Sow with Sows Fleſh, 
or an Oul or a Whelp with Fleſh of their own Kind, 


and they will be mark'd, as he has try'd and found, 


with Borches, Spots and Pimples, even like thoſe of 
the Pox. |

But Divines, eſpecially ſame of them, impute the 
riſe of it to God Almighty s Judgment upon Adulrerets, 
Fornicators, and other ſinful Criminalss. 
The moſt Learned Leonicenae, and: Fracaſtorius, and 
certain others, were of the Opinion, chat the riſe. of 
the Venereal Diſeaſe was Epidemical, and proceeded 
from & common Cauſe, for that at its firſt beginning, 
Boys, Men, Old Folks, Girls and Women, were in- 
fected, without any Communication or Hereditary 
Diſpoſition 3 and that the ſaid Fracaſtarius writes in his 
Book, de Morbo Gallic. cap. 2. Thar tho the greateſt 

t of Mankind, in his Fime, had contracted the 

iſeaſe by Contagion, yet it had been obſerv d, Thar 
Numbers of others were infected Epidemically, with - 
out receiving. it, or contracting it, from any one. And 
thinks it impoſſible, that in ſo ſmall a time, the Con- 
tagion (which, ſays he, of it ſelf is low and ncteaſily 
receivd) could ſpread it ſelf over ſo many Lands, 
when at firſt it was brought bur by one Fleet of the 
Spaniardsß. 85 5 

But if it was fo, that it was at firſt brought to us 
from America upon the diſcovery and conqueſt of that 
part of the World, and that it was not know in Eu- 
rope before, as it has happen d, it has prov d to us an 
untoward Conqueſt in that reſpect, as Mr. Tate, in 
his Epiſtle to Dr. Thomas Hobbs, before his Poetical 
Tranſlation of Hybili, or the French Diſeaſe (written 
in Latin by that famous Poet and Phyſician, Fracaſte-

Some fay it is a Diſtemper very Malignant, Poyſo- 
nous and Contagious, others differ ſo much 778 
char Opinion, as to ſay, the higheſt degree of Tnfe- 
ction has no Malignity in it at all, and that whenever 
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they meet with a Patient that has a Clap, do, as faſt 
as poſſible, adminiſter Medicines to ſtop the Running, 
without any regard to what other Symproms occur; 
for that when the Running once ceaſes, all the other 
Symptoms, (which, as they alledge, ever ſpring only 
from the Running) go off in courſe, without any 
detriment to the Patient. But let thoſe that believe 
ſo, do ſo if they will, Tam ſatisfy d, gnd too many - 
unfortunate People can very readily. agree with me, 
that it is the only ſure way ro Pox the Patient, and 
when once that is done, the Symptoms and Conſe- 
quences, will ſpeak too plainly how far they have 
been in the wrong, and What injury they have done 
the poor Patient. Several Inſtances of which kind, 
the Reader will obſerve, before he gets to the end

This fingle inſtance, without enumerating others f 


the like kind, which have occurr'd in my Practice, 
may ferve for a Caution co Parents ro be wary and 
careful what Wer-Nurſes they chooſe, and alſo ta 
wholſome Narſes what Children they take to PT 
the danger being almoſt equal both to the one, and 
the other, ſince many Children that are Born of 
Venereal Parents, bringing the Diſtemper into the 
World with them, do, upon being put out to Nurſes to

in this City, by means of that Diſeaſe, notwithſtand- 
ing they pals in the Bills of Mortality for Fevers, Con- 
vulſions, Conſumptions, Gripings in theGuts,Rickets, King. 
Evil, Worms, Teeth,and the like; tho' at the ſame time 
it might be, that they died of thoſe Diſtempers, but 
then too often cauſed by, and complicated with, the 
Penereal Infection, ſo as juſtly enough ro be term d 
Pocky Conſumptions, Pocky King - Evil, &c. and in- 
deed it is great piry poor innocent Babes, (they al- 
ways fairing the why under ſuch a Diſafter ) ſhould 
be (as they too frequently are) depriv'd of their 
Lives, and at beſt of their Healrhs, by the barbarous 
Treatment of their polluted Artendants 3 who, tho 
they too well know before - hand what D | 
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have upon them, will, for the lucre of a little Money, 
run the hazard of the Childrens Lives. 2 
And not only do Children become Sufferers by Wer- 
Nurſes, but alſo by Nurſery-Maids, many of whom, 
however paſſing for modeſt. Perfons, have ſecret Ve- 
nereal Infirmities upon them, which they too often 
communicate to the Children they lie with, wheſe 
open Pores by Sweating, do attract thoſe infectious 
Steams, and which has ſoon after appear'd, as I 
have obſerv d in ſeveral Children, either by breakings 
our about the Body, Sore-Eyes, Swellings, or after 
ſome other manner diſcovering it ſelf, ſo as not to be 
doubted bur that ir is Venereal, and which for ſome 
time perhaps has not been in the leaſt ſuſpected by the 
Parents, to be what ir has proved; for which reaſon 
Parents can never be roo careful what Servants they 
take to Bed with, and bring up their Children, ſince 
ſo many Miſchiefs by means thereof, have too demon- 
ſtrably accrued ; among ſeveral of which that I could 
recollect, I ſhall take notice only of one, that hap- 
pen d but very lately, and is as follows, vx. 
A Nurſery-Maid that had the care of the two 
youngeſt Children of an eminent Shop- keeper in this 
City, committed to her, was one day obſerv'd by 
ſome of the Family, to have divers Medicines in · her 
Trunk, as Pills, Electuaries, Powders, Balſams, . &c. 
and being ask'd what ſhe did with them? ſhe an- 
ſwer d, that ſhe always kept ſuch by her, in caſe any 
illneſs ſhould happen to her,prerendingrhatſhehad great 
skill in Diſtempers. Some ſhort time after this, the 
two Children ſhe attended grew ill, with loſs of Sto- 
mach, being hot and feveriſh, and upon one of them 
aroſe a ſwelling under the Ear, and in one of the Arm- 
pits, which rendred it very froward ; the other had 
Sore-Eyes and Breakings- out in many places of the 
Head, Face and Body, attended with a violent hot, 
ſharp Humour upon the lower Parts; in ſhorr, both 
of them were ſo bad, that notwithſtanding the endea-

the moſt exact Enquiry into ſeveral Patients, who (to. 
ſcreen their Guilt) have endeavout d to amuſe me 
therewith, tho afterwards. confeſs d the contrary: 
| Thoſe Authors aſſerting that the Diſtemper is to be got- 
ten by barely lying in the ſame Bed with an infected 
Perſon, (of which I ſhall anon ſay more) or after ſuch 
in the ſame Sheets, or by wearing their Cloaths, Gloves, 
&c, or by ſitting preſently after them on the ſame 
Cloſe-ſtool, or by Drinking out of the ſame Pot or 
Glaſs immediately after them, or by receiving the 
Breath of infected Perſons, by talking with them, 
or the like, which tho nothing be more common, than 
that the Patient to avoid the Shame and Diſgrace of

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Infectious upon Copulation, is becauſe its engender d 
out of very infectious Diſeaſes, and conveyed by the 
Seed, which as it is the Spirits contracted, and Flower 
of all the Juices in the Body, ſo muſt it likewiſe con- 
- fiſt of the Spirits contracted, and Flower of all the 
Infection , or infected Juices of the whole Body. 
But I ſhall not expatiate upon thoſe Matters here, the 
narrow compaſs I am confin'd to preventing; and 
beſides, I intending to be a little more. particular as I 
go along, ſhall therefore, as pertinent to the purpoſe, 
aforeſaid, only relate the Caſes of a Gentleman and 


bis Wife lately under my Care, that were Venereal, 


(tho they would have it that it was only from Weak- 
neſs) and conclude this Head; which Caſes will de- 
monſtrate, how eaſily ignorant Practitioners may be 
impos' d upon in this reſpect, and what ways ſome 
Patients take, and Stories they invent, to hide their 
Guilr, tho' manifeſtly to their own hurt: The caſe is

A Gentleman and his Wife, ( who were bur newly 
' Marry'd) came to me together, and told me a Me- 


lancholy Story of a great Weakneſs that attended 
them, contracted, as he ſaid, by over-indulging 


themſelves in their conjugal Enjoyments, and that it 
appear'd upon them with a Running, Sharpneſs and 
Stoppage of Urine, Sc. In ſhort, upon enquiry, I 


found they had nothing leſs than the apparent Symp- 
roms of a Ciap. They had been, as they told me, in 


the Hands of a Doctor, who for ſome time together 
nad adminiſtred ſtrengthning Medicines, but to fo lit- 
tle purpoſe, that they grew worſe, (as no wonder 
but they ſnould) upon which he advis d them to live 
abſtemious, and haſten down to the Bath, which he 
ſaid would cure them; even the ſame, ſaid I, as the 
old ' Womans Plaiſter did the Bone out of Foynt, which 
ſhe ſaid would draw it in again, However upon 
his meeting with my Book, they came, as aforeſaid, 
to conſulr me; and I telling them they might be cu- 
red, gave them ſuch encouragement, that put a ſtop 
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to their Bal - Journey; but _— his Wife ignorant 
as to the real Cauſe of their Indiſpoſitions; and belie- 
ving it to be his fault, I enquired not fo ſtrictly, nor 
told them what my Opinion was as to their Diſtem- 


per, when they were with me together, left it ſhould

I told 


him his Doctor was certainly miſtaken, and that 1 = 


was ſorry I had any Reaſon to tell him ſo ; bur if he 
himſelf was ſure he never deſerv d for the Diſtemper, 


and alſo (as he ſaid ) could engage for his Wives 


Honeſty, he had better employ ſome Body elſe, for 
as 'twas my Opinion their Caſes were Venereal, ſol 


could nor pretend to Cure them any otherwiſe than 


by Anti-venereals, which if their Diſtempers were nor 
ſo, would do them an Injury; upon which he reply d, 
if they had the Diſtemper, it was gotten by only reo 
violent Coition 3 but I telling him that could nor be, 
he ar laſt, upon engaging my Secrefie, acknowledg'd 


the Matter, and told me; that a few Months before 


he was Married, he got a Clap, but thought he had 


been as well from it, as ever he was in his Life, but 


now, as it appear d otherwiſe, he begg d Pardon for 
his denying it, and entreated my aſſiſtance; which 1 
readily gave him, and with ſuch Succeſs, that both _ 
of them were very well Cured in a very ſhort time; 
and to this Day his Wife knows no orherwiſe, than _ 
thar it proceeded as ar firſt repreſented ; and there be- 
ing no ſuſpicion nor cauſe for it, they live very kind 
and lovingly together.

be in of getting it, that never gave occaſion for it? 


- Beſides if the thing were poſſible, Kiſſing for that 
yery reaſon would be ſoon our of uſe, many Women

lain with by one Man, and the ſame by a Man ſo 


Diſtemper d; and after all, it is very rare that the 


Diſeaſe gotten this way, ſhould only ſeize the Throat 
without any other Symptom attending, tho I have 
obſerv'd ir ſo, yet more commonly with other Con- 


comitants, but then perhaps more through neglect of 


taking it in time, or other Irregularities either in them- 
ſelves, or ill management of the Practitioner, ot 
both; it being very eaſie for the Patient, and too

often for the Practitioner, to be miſtaken as to its / 


Cauſe, and look upon it only as a Sore Throar, from 
Cold, Sc. which miſtake proves too frequently to 
the Danger, if not Deſtruction, of the Patient; ſe- 
veral ſuch unhappy People having come within my 
EFnowꝛledge, that would ſcarcely be perſwaded it could 
proceed from a Venereal Cauſe, 


Try 
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It's lixewiſe by ſome Authors mightily affirm'd for 
Truth, that if a Woman that is perfectly Sound, ſhould 
keep Company with half a dozen young Fellows, as 
ſound as her ſelf, and be Debauch d by them ſeve- 
rally, time after time, ſome one or other of them ſhall 
quickly receive a Venerea! Taint, and that tis rare 
but all of them, by a repetition of the Venereal Act, 
ſhall at laſt be infected, by the corrupt Ferment of 
mixt Seeds: But it is an aſſertion that I never could 
Credit; for were ſuch a thing poſſible, as there 
have been Mhores from the Creation that drove a 
common Trade, fo we ſhould conſequently have had 
the Pox among us long before it had a beginning; it 
never, as the generality of Authors aſſure us, being 
known in any part of the World till the Year 1493. 
and that was at Naples, from Cauſes quite different 
to any thing of that kind; and beſides, by the many 
Enquiries I have made in my own Practice, and 
the opportunities had of informing my ſelf 5 N 
others, and ſome of them the moſt curious, I could 
never find or hear of any one ſo infected, tho ſeveral 
Authors in their Writings have aſſerted it. 5 
And the better to demonſtrate the contrary, I will 
relate what I was told by a young Fellow, who was 
the ſeventh that lay with a certain Servant: Maid that 
was clean, one after another, as faſt as they could, 
and yet neither of them, nor the Female, as he poſi- 
tively aſſnred me, got the leaſt harm; and the more 
to convince me that what he ſaid was true, he fur- 
ther declar'd, that they ſeven being Intimates, and in 
League one with another, did frequently make uſe 
of her afterwards, for a conſiderable length of Time, 
and that ir was rare but one, two, or three of them 
lay with her every Day, they allowing her a compe- 
rency for the freedom, whereby ſhe: became a Proſti- 
ute to their Service, and no Bodies elſe ; and indeed 
in my Opinion ſhe needed no more. Ag 
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Thus plainly appears the unlikelineſs, or rather im- 
poſſibility of getting the Diſtemper that way, which 
The better ta ſtrengthen my Opinion, and confute thoſe 
racticers that believe the contrary, I ſhall curſorily 
relate what a certain Author has @bſeryed concerning 
the likeMarter. The Story is this. A: Weman came an 
remain d a conſiderable time on Board a Ship, of which 
he was the Surgeon, and was familiarly and frequegt- 
ly made uſe of for ſome Hours together, by the great- 
eſt part of rhe Ships Crew, they taking it by turns,

S | Theſe Inſtances one would think are ſufficient to 
confure thoſe that believe the Venereal Ferment is pro- 
duced by the Cotruption of many Seeds received into 
the Matrix of the ſame Woman; and not only do fuch 
Authors contend that it does, but allo aſſert, that af:er 
thoſe mixt Seeds have bred the Pox in her Womb, anc- 
ther freſh Man that is Sound converſing with her, ſhall 
carry off with his Yard that Venereal Ferment, and 
abſolutely free the Woman from the fame, _ 
'Tis from this, I ſuppoſe, that the Libertines have 
a Notion, thar when they have got the Diſtemper, 
their converſing with a Sound Perſon clears them from 
ihe Diſeaſe; as a young Fellow that I Cured of a 
JJ; fo ro Co i” ns 
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Ch. 1. the Venereal Diſeaſe; 25 
Clap about 12 Years ago, ar more, who being ſent 
in the time of his Cure by his Maſter, to carry ſome 
Goods te an Inn with a Country Girl, 4 Virgin, that 
had baught them of him, told me himſelf, he prevail 

ed with her as they went along to go into a Houſe 

io Deink with him, and afterwards to let him De- 


bauch her, which he ſaid he did, and for no other 


Reaſan, as he alledg'd, but becauſe he had heard it 
would clear him of the Diſtemper; which yet was ſa 
far from having ſuch an Effect, that, as it happend, 
it rendred his condition much worſe. 


But notwithſtanding how plainly rheſe Inſtances 


here given, may indicate the unlikeliseſs of the Diſeaſe 
being bred by the mixture of divers Seeds in the ſame - 


Womb, yer many contend that it is poſſible, and one 
Author that I have met with, does ſtrenuouſſy aſſert 


it, and gives the following Inſtance, which was com- 
municated to him by one of his Friends, to confirm 


bis Opinion, and conyince us of the ſame, which I 


ſhall here incert from him, viz. 

A Girl between 14 and 15 Years of Age, running 
from the mercileſs Hands of her Mother, threw herſelf 
under the protection of one that belong'd to a certain 
Manufactory, who having brought her into his Cham 
ber, not only abus'd her by debauching her, but like- 
wile expos d ber to the freedom of one of his Com- 


rades, and he to a third, and ſo to one another, that in 


three days, which was the time the Girl continued in 


that place, ſix of the Fraternity had familiar Conver- 


ſation with her. But one of the Sparks reflecting 
upon what had been done, ſent the Girl heme to her 
Mother, and at the ſame time charg d the old Woman, 
whom he had employ d to conduct her, to tell ber 
Mother, that ſhe had found her Daughter in a Church. 
The Girl was forthwith ſhnt up in a Chamber, to 
which none but the Mother bad acceſs. She had not 
been : ſix days under this configement, but ſhe com- 
lain d of violent Pains in making water.

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88 Daugbter was Clap; but the ſtiffly deny ing it, the 
Cure was neglected; but about twelve days after a

fry of confefling her Crime, and all thar had happen d. 


Upon which the Men who had been concernd with 
ber, were brought before the Magiſtrate, who having 
commanded them to be inſpected, were alt found'to 


be ſound and untainted, without the leaſt ſign of any 


Penereal Diſtemper. And the Author of this Relation 
_ fays, that he was every day in company with them 


aſterwards, and aſſures us that they all continu d very 


well in health for 12 Years together; ſo that he wou d 


have it believ'd, the Infeftion the Girl had, was 
by the corrupt Ferment of the mixt Seeds in her 


1 However, this Relation is no convincing Reaſon 
to me, that the Girl got the Infection that way; for 


many Men, to my knowledge, have Venereal Indiſ- 
poſitions upon them, which none but themſelves can 
find out, if they pleaſe to conceal their complaints, 


. and yet is ſuſſicient to infect any ſound Companion 
they ſhall have to do with, rho' at the ſame time they 


look well, have no Running, Bubo, dore, &c. about them; 


and no doubt but one or more of thoſe Men had the 


Diſeaſe, and. gave ir to the Girl, tho the Surgeon could 


not diſcover it upon them, it being ſo much their In- 
tereſt to conceal ir all they could; and it not er 


ing to him they had, was no aſſurance of their being

clear; as many Patients that may chance to read this 
Story, can too well affirm to the Truth of; which 
yet the. following true inſtance will more plainly de-

I extorted from him a confeſſion, hom 
that a year before, by a Woman, he got a ſwelling on 
the Tard, and another in the Groin, which a Quack, by 

a few Purges, told him, he had effectually carry d of 


tho he us d frequently to complain of Aches and Pans © 8 


and when hot would have red Spots in his Skin, which 
went away when he was cold, and that he was aſſur d 
when he told him of it, that it was only the Scuryy in 
bis Blood. But he infected her, and ſhe him, and 
they both had rare, They were committed to 
my Care, and diſmiſs d perfeftly Cured. Thus by 
concealing complaints in ſome Caſes, the beſt Artiſt 
may be deceiv'd, which yer by fome Medicines will 
be diſcover d, as I ſhall by and by take notice of 
Neither is it poſſible (tho many perſwade them- - 
ſelves to the contrary) to get the Venereal Diftemper, 
by lying with a Woman when ſhe has her Monthly 
Viſits upon her; for were that likely, how many

hundreds of Men ſhould we have every. Day infeck- 
ed ꝰ there being many that are of ſo hot and ungo- 
vernable a Temper, as not to ſpare their Wives, even 
in that, the moſt forbidden Seaſon, altho' they have 
| heard (it being what ſome Phyſicians and Mid- wives 
aſſert) that Children begotten at that Juncture, moſt 
commonly are Born either Weakly, or Diſtemper d; 
or as ſome ſay (tho without the leaſt parity of Rea- 
ſon) Red- hair d. I remember I have read, that the 
Fews ſtrictly avoid all Copulation with their Wives, 
during their Menſtruous Impurity; which if Chriſtians 
would obſerve, would not be amiſs; for by that their 
good obſervance, not only Conceprions are prevented, 
| bur vitiated and defiled Conceprions alſo, which at 


„ 
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| thoſe times generally prove Impute, and oftentimes fix 
Diſeaſes in the Principles of the Birth, and, as ſome 
fay, is more the cauſe of Small-Pox, and Meaſtes, 
than any thing elſe, by rhe Merftruous Impurities of 
the Mothers Blood, which the Infant contracts in tbe 
Nutriment of the Womb. Bur ar tfoſe times allo; as 
p vell as at other Times and Seaſons, even in the moſt 
Amorous Embrace, can it poſſibly procure tb either of 
them the fboul Diſeaſe, (provided the Parties be ſound) 
fbr the Reaſons already alledg'd, however ſome others 
may he of a contrary Opinion; an Inſtance of which 
was a Man that I not long ſince had in Cure for a 
Clap who to excuſe his Folly of Rambling abroad, poſ- 
ſeſt his Wife, and endea vour d alſo to amuſe me, that he 
got it by converſing with her at that Juncture, which 
tte por credulons Woman believd, and had nothing 
more to ſay, but that he might e en thank himſelf, it 
being his own Fault; which was indeed too true, 
tho” ſhe poor Woman at the ſame time was under a 
ſore miſtake. ED 15 5 
But tho neither of theſe laſt mention d ways can 
produce that Diſeaſe, there is yet a certain way of 
becoming infected, without Carunl Copulation, or 
attracting it by any external Means, and that is, by 
Hereditary Succefiion, the Parents Maſs of Blood, and 
conſequently Seeds being infected with the Venerenl 
Taint at the time of the begetting the Birth, and be- 
ing connatural with the Seminal and Sanguine Prin. 
ciples of the Body, makes the deepeſt Stain and Tin- 
cture, and is moſt difficult to be fetcht out; many 
of which, Born with the Diſeaſe upon them, I have 
had in Cure, and which has prov'd very ſtubborn and 
obdurate, when arriv'd to the height of Infection: 
One that juſt now occurs to my Memory, among 
the many others that I could recollect, is as follows. 
A young Perſon + Born of impure Parent whoſe 
Cure not being look d after, or endeavour u in its Mi- 
nority, (tho if it had, might very probably have been 
-.difficyltly cured) was, when grown up, ſo con |

but fruitleſſy arrempred, inſomuch that the Life it led, 
which wes to 15 or 16 Years of Age, was a Life of

deren 3 ſome part of the Noſe, Chee and Fam, 
beſides the Palate, &c. being conſumed, before it ap- 
proached to the time of irs deplorable Death: So thar 
we may ſee, that the Hereditary Venereal Diſeaſe is the 
wort to be endured, hardeſt to be cured, and is what 
generally proves the moſt fatal to the Patient, the ma- _ 
lignant Venom being eſſentially implanted into the 
very nature of the Birth, and is 2 difficultly in all, 
if ever perfectly in any, eradicated and cured; and 
it's to be. obfery'd generally, that as ſuch Hered:tarp © 
Poxes are harder of hs, fo the Infection in Children 
born with it, is che ſooner and eaſier communicate 
to the Nurſes chat give them ſuck, and ſtill the ſooner 
convey d to others that they converſe. or have ro do 
with, I remember I have read ſomewhere of a Child 
that was born thus Diſeaſed, that infected the Nurſe. 


that ſuckled it; ſhe not knowing any thing of the 


Matter, infeed her Husband, and wo Children 
more that ſhe gave ſuck to; thoſe Children were no 
ſooner taken home but they infected their Mothers, 
their Mothers their Husbands; and ſo, in ſhort, no leſs 
than nine ſeveral Perſons, by means thereof, were in- 
fected in the ſpage of one Months time. 
Hence it is that there are ſo many Hereditary Ma- 
ladies; ſo many ſerophulous Tumors and Diſeaſes ; 
ſuch breakings out and weakneſſes in Children; ſuch 
—— their not Thriving ; that ſo many die of 
Convulſions, are afflicted wich Rickers, Ce. Hence 
allo is it, that if they live co grow up, they are trou- 
led with Scurvzes, old Ulcers, Gouts, Rbewnatiſme,, 
Collicks, &. that there are ſo, many white Courſes 
amongit Women; and, in a word, from thence it is 
that moſt part of thoſe Diſeaſes, which we ablerve in 
Families do ariſe, and which are uſually and unſuc-

ſelves ten times worſe than they truly are, and will 
not be beat out of it by all the Art that can be uſed; 
and unleſs the Practicer ſides with them as to the 
height of their Infection, and difficulty of Cure, they 
will daily wander from one to another for help, and 
he that tells them they are very bad, and worſe than 
really they are, making the Caſe very deſperate, ſhall 
ſurely be the Man that they'l entruſt themſelves with: 
But how far it may be juſtifiable for any to do ſo, I 
ſhall not here diſpute; but in ſuch Caſes I think no 
fair skilful Practiſer, will Adminiſter any further than 
the Diſtemper truly requires, it being mercenary to 
make a Prey of thoſe unfortunare Diſcontents, not- 
withſtanding ſo fair an opportunity offers, it much 
more becoming a generous Mind to compaſſionate 
and help them, tho ſome within the verge of my own 
knowledge have miſled and deceiv'd their Patients 
upon this ſcore, than which nothing plainer diſcovers 
a degenerate, baſe Spirir, and ſhews thar if they have 
but the Power, they want not the Will ro perform, ſo 
hey ger bur the Money.

bur he muſt do as the reſt; and from among other 
Women that were then in Company, he rakes aſide 
one of a florid, healthy Countenance, whoſe Artifice 
and Cunning were ſuch, that upon the er ask d 
her, if the was clean p ſeem d ſo highly affronted, 1 
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he could hardly afterwards prevail with ber. The 
allur'd Gentleman fired at the alteration, thinking her 
Modeſty the greater, and that by her Countenance 
and Carriage ſhe could not but be clean, makes ber- 
ter Terms to her than before ſhe had agreed to, and 
upon that gains her conſent; but ſhe prov d to him a 
Fireſhip and infected him to purpoſe; but what was 
worſe, he putting confidence in the Slut, and before he 
perceiv d that any thing ail'd him, gave the Diſtemper 
to his Wife.

The like effects of Hypochondriacal People, are ah 
fo taken notice of by a late eminent Surgeon. of. this 
City, that tells us of a Tradeſman, who, after his 
Wife's Death, falling into ill Company, and being 
heated with Drink, ſtrayd and got a Clap; for which 
he had been under ſeveral Hands, having coſt him 
amongſt them Forty Pounds, and he ftill worſe and 
worſe. This Surgeon ask'd him, if ever he had a 
Gonorrhaa f to which he anſwer'd in the Affirmative, 
accompany'd with great pain in bis Back, which 
ſtill continued; alſo fuch a pain in my Noſe, ſays 
bs, that I fear it will fall.

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My ſelf alſo had a Woman in Cure, who received 
the Infection from her Husband, and being but of 
a melancholick Diſpoſition, would not for a long 
time be perſwaded but that her Noſe was coming 
off, and was in ſuch Frights concerning it, that ſhe 
would often feel of ir, and riſe up in the Night to 
| look in a Glaſs; bur ſhe' ar length found it was 

more her Fears than any thing elſe, ſhe and her Noſe 

too remaining in a very good Condition,tho? it be ſome 

Years ſince the Cure was performd. _ 

Theſe dreadful Apprehenſions have frequently poſ- 
ſeſt the Imaginations of ſome * that had taken 
the way to get the Pox, ſo, as to be ſoon perſwaded 
they have it, whether it be ſo or no, ſtrangely ima- 

gining they had all the Pains and other Symptoms 
they have either read of, or heard others talk of, 
and who were ſo far from being ſatisfied to the con- 
trary, (tho they really had it not) that they would 
go away with unquiet Minds, and range about till 
they had - found. ſome Undertaker that would agree 
with them, in ſaying what they ſaid. Which done, 
inſtead of being better, grew worſe, rhe Imagination, 
where the Imaginary Diſeaſe was ſeated, remaini 
ſtill uncured, and like to be ſo, for all the Methods that 
were taken for their ſuppos d Cure, and this, Quia ments 
morbus, becauſe the Mind was diſeas d; whereupon 
they preſuming they were not in Hands skilful 
enough, have gone to others, and ſo forwards, till 
they had ruin'd both their Bodies and their Purſes. 
Several more of thoſe unhappy People I could 
mention, many of them ſo bad as to be hurried by 
the Perplexity ( torrents Similis) ro almoſt deſparati- 
on, and which by the Devil's Inſtigations (he ever 
making ule of the opportunity) have been led often- 
times to the horrid Act of laying violent Hands on them- 
ſelyes; but regarding what I deſign further, ſhall ſay 
no more of this here, but proceed to enumerate tbe 

Signs, Difference, Degrees, c. of this Diſeaſe, and

tat Deluſion and let it paſs ſo, to the neglect of their 


Cure; and the Phyſician alſo truſting too much to 
the Womans relation is frequently deceiv d, believing

They are likewiſe ſubject to Bubo' in the Groins, 
Shan ers, and Cordee s of the Clitors, Warts in the 
Privy- Parts, Puſtules, Ulcers, Night: pains, &c. and 


frequently when Infected, are troubled with virulent 


and ſometimes immoderate Courſes, Menſium fluxus 
immodicus, which look yellow, or of a deep red, and 


which are very hot and ſmarting; and thoſe that be- 
fore Infection were vexed with the F/hites, find them 


men, ſometimes thick and ſtreaky, and at other times

| ſmall, occaſioned by Men that have had C/aps, who 


as they were told were quite Cured, and by leave of 
their Doctors, convers d with their Wives, and fo 
really, tho ſlightly, infected them, they themſelves 
not being perfectly cleared from the Diſeaſe; and this 
flight Infection appears not in the Woman with the 
common Symptoms of hear of Urine, Pain, Oc. bur 
affects with a Flux of the Hhites, ſometimes thin and 
watery, at other times thick and flimy, as before- 
mention d, which they never obſerv'd in themſelves 
before, and which when the Husband, and after him 
the Doctor, comes to be acquainted with, the latter 
will however boldly aſſert, it proceeds from no In- 
fection, tho at the fame time can give no reaſon why 
the Fluor ſhould afflict them more then, than at any 
time before that late converſation. To . 
By this means many Women have ſuffer d; and 


many alſo that have been ſenſible of Hurt receiy'd, 


yer being pretty free from Pain or much Diſorder, 
have ſlightly regarded it, till the increaſe of the 
Symptoms have made em ſeaſible of their neglect, by 
the approaching Ruin which have ſeem'd to threaten 
them. | | . 

The Running either in Men or Women, doth not 
always appear upon the Infection receiv d, ſometimes 
it is iwo, three, or four Days firſt; in ſome eight, 
ren, twelve, or fourteen Days, or longer; in {ome 
fooner, in others later; in ſome nothing has appear d 


until a Day or two after the next Coitian, as I hae 
obſerv'd in many Men, who having convers d with 


ftrange Women, have forbore their Wives for a fort- 
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night or longer, upon fearing Hurt, and finding no 
Spuptemn E all chatwhile, bave adventur d with 
their Wives, and at the ſame time have given them 
the Diſeaſe, and found prelently after, themſelves alſo 
in the ſame Pickle. _ . | 
And tho in ſome it lies long, as for a Month, two 
or three, before ir ſhews it ſelf, yer the Venom lies 
not idle all that while, for the longer it lies hid, the 
more inveterate it afterwards proves.

from the frightful SpeQacles he has ſeen, Sc. it

is ill manag'd; and by that means rivetted as it were 
into the very Nature of the Patient, then indeed it 
may truly be ſaid to be the greateſt Curſe that can 
befal a Man, tho even then have I known ſeveral 
that have got perſectly well, and particularly a Pa- 
tient that I had in Cure for a Pocky Leprofie, who 
boldly Marry'd after he had got a little clear, tho ! 
told him 1 fear d it would return again in Autumn, 
which it did; yet had ſeveral Children, who all, and 
his Wife alſo, are very well, and continue ſo to be, 
without the leaſt appearing Symptom of the Diſeaſe. 
Bur it has been obſerv d, that tho Children born 
of impure Parents do come into the World very clear, 
and with the appearance of very ſound Bodies, yet 
notwithſtanding have been certainly Infected, and di- 
ed thereof, tho ſeem'd to have been brought to their 
ends by ſome other Diſeaſe; and many Children are 
daily Born infirm, and remain weakly and diſtemper d, 
which the Pox is too often the Foundation of, as 
before I have hinted, and ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak 
more of before I come to the ena.

I 
ſtrengthned his Liver with Epirbems, I applied rebo- 
rating Flaiſters 0 his flagging Stomach : So that by 
theſe things, and afterwards by the help of Milk, he 
being well nouriſh d, .

It is very cuſtomary for Perſons that have gone the 
way to get the Venereal Diſeaſe, upon — nothing 
to appear for a Week, two, three, or more after wards, 
20 conclude themſelves free from the Infection, which 
very often proves as they imagine, yer ſometimes it 
happens chat they are much miſtaken, for that it af- 
terwards appears when they little expect it; and if

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But I fay it is to be diſcover id ＋ the admini- 
ſtration of a proper Anti. venerral, I mean not any 
Mercurial of Purging Medicines, for thoſe will not 
always do, but fuch'an one as the Skilful only knows 
how to prepare and adminiſter ; for ofthe ſame Ingre- 
dients, Meticines thay be pens that are inimicous 
ot ſalubrious, as is the Skill or Unskilfulneſs of thoſe 
that prepare them: It is not therefore "becauſe it is 
prepar'd of Mercury that it muſt do, for of thar - 
neraſ, one Medicine may be made Prrg ative, another 
| Emetick, , another Diurerick, another Diapboreticł, 
Kc. alittle turn or alteration in the preparing, often 
making a great difference, ſo likewiſe in the admini- 
ſtration ; bar ro illuſtrate the Point more familiarly to 
every one's Underſtanding, and oe ne to ſhew 
how a nice a Matrer it is to prepare ſome Medicines, 

do bur conſider the Preparation of Gun- Pomder, which 
is only a proportionate mixture of Cole-duſt, Niere, 
and Sulphur ; notwirhſtanding which ſimple Ingredi- 
ents, if it be artfully done, what ſtupendious Effects 
does it produce in the NMcrocaſin or grett World, as 
' the blowing up of Houſes, Ships, Earth, &c. of vaſt 
Weight into the Air? | Yet bur take away one of theſe 
three Ingredients, or leſſen or add to the quantity of 
either, or put but a fourth to them, and it is preſently 
all ſpoil'd.* The fame Accidents occur about the Pre- 
parations of ſome Medicines ; therefore, as ſaid before, 
it requires Skill and Dexterity ro prepare them, eſpe- 
cially ſome particular ones, which can only be done 
by thoſe that underſtand the Nature and Cauſes of 
hings, ſach being happy in the Knowledge, as V7r- 
well expteſſes it, Felrx qui potuit Rerum cognaſcere 
Caſa : And therefore to prepare a Medicine to diſco- 
ver and heul the moſt obnoxious Diſeaſe in the Micro- 
coſm or little World, Man, is certainly as great a 
piece of Art as the ocher, and my Experience has ſuffici- 
ntly taught me ſo: For the Medicine I give to diſcover

And I look upon ſuch a way of diſcovery proper, 
becauſe ſometimes in ſome Bodies the Caſe proves ſo 
donbrfal, which, together with the melancholy Ap- 
prehenſions of the Patient, chat the moſt skilſul Pra- 
Riſer, upon a bare Enquiry only, and without giving 
ſuch a Medicine, is rendred uncapable of diſcerning; 
whereupon it is (as before obſerv'd) that many have 
been told they are free from the Diſeaſe when they 
have had it, and others that they have had ir, when 
in truth they have been abſolutely free: I ſay, the 
moſt Skilful ſometimes are deceiv'd in that Matter, 
and what the conſequences of ſuch Miſtakes have been 
T leave all Perſons to judge, tho' the miſerable Pati- 
ents too unhappily (and perhaps too late) have been 
beſt able ta give the account f. 

By this time, I need not doubt bur the Reader is in 
a longing expectation of being directed the way How o 
prevent or hinder getting the Venereal Infection, that is, 
ro know by what means a Man or Woman may keep 
themſelves clear, tho' they have to do with an infect- 
ed Perſon; ir being, as ſome Phyſicians ſay, ſafer to 

prevent a Diſeaſe than to Cure it. But how far it 
may be neceſſary for me to make ſuch a Diſcovery, 
I know not, fince it is the Opinion of many, that ir 
is a thing unlawful, and what ought not to be reveal - 
ed: Others again ſay, that it may be uſeful to the In- 
nocent and Honeſt ſort of People, who are frequently 
liable to have the Diſtemper undeſervedly; as for 
example, an honeſt Wife from an extravagant Hus- 
band, and on the other hand, an honeſt Husband 
from a diſſolute Wife; the concealing it from them, 
would be a greater injury, than the revealing it to all, 
would be a hurt to any, and that as the knowledge of 
ir cannot be confin'd to a part only, it is OO 
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ſome ſhould have the benefit of it, than that all ſhould 
go without it; which Reaſons, tho carrying ſome 
weight with them, I think not ſufficient enough to 
induce me to preſcribe it; but I think there can be 
no hurt to ſay, that ſueh a Medicine there is, and tell 
e wg I open on 
But before 1 proceed therein, ir may be neceſſary 
to obſerve what the Curtizans at Venice do to prevent 
the Infection. They (as J have read in a certain Au- 
thor) immediately after they have had ro do with an 
infected Perſon, make Water, and with it Bath the 
Privy - Parts for a ſmall time, which they experimen- 
tally find does preſerve them from all manner of Ve- 
nereal Infection, inſomuch that they make no ſcruple 
to converſe with Perſons tho never ſo much Pox d; 
ever finding that the abſterſive and ſearching Faculty 
of their warm Urine, wipes off all thoſe infectious 
clammy Steems, before they ſettle, and have time to 
Evers deep into the Membranes of the external 

eck of the Uterus, or Womb in Women, or Tard 
and Seminal Veſſels in Men; But whatever the Urine 
may do in ſome I cannot tell; but in all I am ſure it 
will not prove effectual, it being what, as I under- 
ſtand, is daily uſed here in England by many, and ſe- 
veral to fo little purpoſe, that they have afterwards 
come to me for Cure. 5 LISTS 

In my Tranſlation of the worthy Dr. Greenfeeld's 
Book, of the Safe Internal Uſe of Cantharides in the 
Practice of. Phyſick, lately done ;there is an Account com- 
municated by the ſaid Doctor, Thar Cantharides, as 
he had been inform'd, had been found prevalent ro 
prevent the Venereal Infection. His Words are theſe, 
viz. A great Whore-maſter, a Seaman, told me not 
long ago, that aſter he had made uſe of a Mhore, he 
boiled eight or ren Cantharides in three or four Ounces 
of Brandy for a little while, ſtrained ir and uſed it, 

and had thereby kept himſelf free from the Infection 
theſe:many_ Lear. K 
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But tho warm Urine is not always ſucceſsful, nor 
the ſeveral Lotions recommended by ſome Authors, 
Which I have advis d ſome: People to make Trial of, 
nor perhaps the above Preſcription of Cant harides ; yet 
there is a Liquor in Rerum Nature, which: may be de- 
pended upon, and never will fail in a thouſand Trials 
together, tho the Perſons have had to do with the 
moſt Pocky People knawssss . 
- Sexnertus lays, That Fallopivs, in his Book De 
Morb. Gallic. bas writ a whole Chapter about ſecu · 
ring from the Diſtemper, which any one may have 
recourſe to, being chap. 89. and ſays, That he ſhould 
have ſeemd to have done nothing, unleſs he had 
taught how one ſeeing a handſome Woman, and lying 
with her, tho ſhe be infected, may be preſerved from 
the Diſcaſe. And at laſt calls the immortal God to 
Witnels, that he bad made Trial of it in ten Thou- 
ſand Perſons, and none of them all were ever infected; 
and propounds there tW]O Medicaments, by which 
the Contagion receiv'd, may immediately be drawn 
forth, diſſipated, or dried uus. 
Alſo Hercales Caxunia, propounds the fame, in his 
Book De Luc Vener. cap. 16. and does very much re- 
commend them, as may be ſeen by the following, 
which is truly according to his meaning, tho not in 
the ſame words : Says he, where he ſpeaks of preſer- 
vation, That tho* a Man or Woman that has got the 
Diſeaſe, may be quickly and perfectly Curd, yet it 
18 more acceptable to every one that engages 
with a ſuſpected Perſon, to be certainly taught a 
way to be preſerved from it, than to be Cur d of it; 
and accordingly in the ſaid Chapter, does premiſe the 
few following things concerning it. 
- The way, ſays he, ro be preferv'd ſrom the Diſeaſe, 
is either before the uſe of Venus, or after it; if before 
ir, the Perſon is to be arm'd with ſomething by way 
af Prevention, fo as that the Diſeaſe ſhall not be re- 
ceiv'd, tho engaging with Pocky Bodies; if after the 
ule of Venus, is by applying ſame effectual * 
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which have Power immediately to attract or draw. 
forth the Venoreal Poyſon, (if receiv d) ſo as that the 
Patients may be as clear, as if nothing had touchd 
To accompliſh the firſt, ' that is to prevent the re- 
ceiving the Diſeaſe, he advifes to a Nah, which he 
deſcribes how ro make, (the Receipr of which I-pur-- 
poſely omit incerting, leſt ir ſhould give roo much en- 
couragement to the Lewd ;) and ſays, that if Lint or 
Linnen Rags be divers times wet in it, and dried in 
the Shade, of a ſufficienr bigneſs to involve rhe Glan. 
or Nur of the Man's Tard, or to cover the inner parts 
of the Privity of the Woman, and applied and kepr 
on for a while before Engagement, will ſo harden the 
Members, dry up the ſuperfſuous Moiſtneſſes, and re- 
ſift Putre faction, as that no one that uſes them, ſhall 
_ be afflicted — — __ — ——— 
Gabriel Fallopius s Preſcriprion for that purpoſe is high-- 
ly 9 and approvd of, yet this of his own 
is very hn. 
Io accompliſh the ſecond, that is, imediately to 
attract or draw forth the Venereal Venom, after rhe. 
uſe of Venm, (if the ſame be received, or if nor, for 
the ſurety of being ſafe) he adviſes to another Medi- 
cine, which he allo there gives the Preſcription of, and 
extols for an admirable and moſt efficacious Remedy, 
ſaying, that if the Glans and whole Tard and Stones 
in Men, or Privy Parts in Women, ſeveral times in a 
Day, (or two Days together after the Act) be well 
waſhed therewith,” the FVenereal Poylon receiv d, will

But, ſays he, if theſe Cautions be neglected, ſo 
that the uſual Symptoms of Infection are attending

to the proper methods of Cure that were uſed in his 
time, bh therein incerted) which he ſays, in a ſhore. 
time will put to flight and overcome the Diſeaſe;

which: Methods, as alſo the Preſervatives mention d, 

any one that has the Curioſity, or will take the Pains

And Aurelius Minadous, in his Book de Virulentia 
Venerea, ſpeaking of the ſame matter, ſays, Thar Men 
being guarded with thoſe Medicines, as with a Buck- 
ler, may ſafely enter the moſt infected pores, and 
ramble without hurt all the World over. 
Ful. Palmarius propoſes another way, viz. That the 
only means to prevent the Diſeaſe, after had to do with 
an infected Perſon, is by taking internal Medicines, 
and ſays, That he has found out an Antidote, (which 
he deſcribes in his Book) by the uſe of which, all 
Perſons will be ſecure and ſafe from the Diſeaſe; but 
,Entrears and charges all Phyſicians and Chirurgeons 
not to communicate or make know the ſame to any, 
unleſs it be for the Beneſit of thoſe Perſons who 
muſt neceſſarily converſe with ſuch that are ſuſpected. 
or defiled, and ſo get the Diſeaſe undeſervedly. Eu- 
ftachins Rudius, alſo, in his Book, propoſes the like

And indeed, I do believe a Man can't teach theſe 
things with a good Conſcience, for were thoſe Preſer- 
eatzves preſcrib'd, every one would be for trying them, 
and upon finding the Succeſs, both Men and Women, 
(laſciviouſly inclin'd) would be ſo much encourag d, 
rhat they would not matter the Sin, when perhaps the 
fear only of the Diſeaſe, + would - otherwiſe have de- 
terr'd them from it; therefore what this Liquor is, or

With this Liquor, if a Man or Woman Waſh or

much to be abhorr'd, as to cauſe ar the mentioning, 
or but thinking of ir, the utmoſt deteſtation and loath- 
ing; but by that means alſo has it been gotten, anda 
Man fo Infected (one that I know not, nor where to 
find) had I in Cure not long fince, who aſſur d me 
* (tho? with ſeeming concern for the committing fo foul 
a Crime) that he contracted it no other way; and 
that the Perſon from whom he got it (being a Man) 
had at the ſame time (as he has ſince been aſſur d) 
ſeveral Pocky Ulcerations, Oc. in his Mouth; but 
in ſuch a woful pickle was this Patient of mine, and 
indeed (as I told him) very deſervedly, that I never 
in my Liſe before, ſaw one (both for Pox and Clap 
together) worſe; and I being defirous to know the 
whole of this abominable Encounter, (having never 
known, tho' before had heard, that ſuch beaſily Abo-

But begging that great Man's Pardon, I can ſcarce 
believe, however, that the Seeds of the *Difeaſe can 
| Lurk or lie dormant inthe Body, for the fpace of thirty 
Years rogerher, without 'fome Symptoms or Appear- 
ance thereof, at one time or another, for doubtleſs, as 
it is a Diſeaſe, that, as we have obſerv'd, lies not idle, 
ſo it would fooner,or at leaſtwiſe in much leſs time than 
that, have diſcoverd it ſelf by ſome Signs or other; unleſs 
in fome Hypochondriack and Scorbutick Perſons, who

ries, Which ſometimes do ſprour out ſoon after the 
Birth, either in plain evident Pocky Symptoms, or 
in abſcondidly uniting their Force with fonte Cauſe, 
producing only ſuch a Diſeaſe, as is common to.

If the infected Off ſpring proves ſuch, certainly their 
Original, I mean the Father or Mother or both, muſt 
undoubtedly be feared in a much worſe Condition, 
whereby many do expire before they are thirty or for- 
ty, of the aforeſaid common Diſtempers, though 
light ones, but aggravared by a Latent Pock y Relique. 
Many die of continual Fevers, which however ſeems 
to be Mild, yet proves Mortal, and then by Phyii- 
cians are fliled Malignant, which indeed are ſo, but 
very often that of a Venereal Relique. In like manner, 
tho many Pulmonick Conſumptions, are occaſion d by 
Debauches, or by ſharp ſalin Steems floating in the 
Air, which render them Endemick here, yet many 
more Conſumpt ions, and many other Diſeaſes allo, are 
occaſion d by the foremention'd Venercal Relique, 
which caules theſe latter to be far more Mortal than 
the ſör ner.

The uſe, ſays he, t hat may be made of theſe Conſi- 
derations, is great; for a Phyſician finding ſome of 
' theſe Diſeaſes before hinted at, to be very ſtubborn, 
tho under a very benign Aſpect, he may, without 
any Crime, privarely ſuggeſt to himſelf, that here 
may be ſome Latent Venereal Malipnity, againſt which 
if Anti-venereal Remedies, be join'd with fuch other 
Medicines as are by themſelves experimentally found 
to be very prevalent againſt ſach Diſeaſes, and are 
ſuch as will not interfere with their Virtues, ſo as to 
impair or leſſen them, where lies the hurt? And tis 
bur a prudent Surprize in a Phyſician, and ſhews his 
Care and Skill, when he either directs Specifick Anti- 
venereals, ſo join d to other Remedies, or gives 
them as he ſees occaſion ſeaſonably by themſelves :;

from them ſound, as by relapſes roo-ordinarily appear'd. 
I was therefore led to believe, that either the igno- 
rance of the Diſeaſe, or ſhame-facednels:ro diſcover 
it, made them carry it about them tog long 3 or che 
ignorance of ſuch as they applied unto, or the tmpa- 
tence of Parients to bear a Cure, gave the Diſeaſe this 
advantage: Fer tho by Palliation, the dolorous Symp- 
toms were baffled, yet the virulent Cauſe was leſt in 
the dark, deep in their Spirits and Bones, and made fu- 
ture Work for the Phyſician. Hereby their Patients 
are deceiyed, who not being Judges of the W 
F ; etter 
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better of their Recovery than is meet and ſaſe, and 


find, by ſad experience, that the next approaching Scaſon, 
the Diſeaſe getting ſtrength, by lying in Trenches, 
_ forth} more dangerouſly, than was its firſt on- 
Therefore, ſays this Author, every one that has any 
cauſe to ſuſpect their Bodily Condition, ſhould deal 
prudently with themſelves, and ſeek relief in ſcaſon, 
eſpecially thoſe who intend Marriage, that they may 
ger their Bodies made fit for Marriage. And tho ma- 
ny know their own perſonal Integrity in that matter, 


yer being ill with any thing like the Diſeaſe, ſhould 


take care; for what Venerea ! Seminary may lurk in their 
Humours from Parents Seed, ar Nurſes Mill, they 


are ignorant of; and tho no preſent remarkable Symp- 
roms thereof, diſcover it to themſelves, and much 


leſs ro others, yet the Fomes of it oft and long lying 
obſcure, doth traduce a preſent Defilement in Genera- 
tion to Poſterity 3 and by Marriage - Duty, that latent 
Diſpoſition is urged to break forth the ſooner, which 


would in time, without ſuch ſtimulation, make it ſelf 


known. And tho, ſays he, the Peoples purſuing this 
Advice, may call their honour into queſtion, yet it pro- 
vides for their own and poſterity's Safety, which all 
wiſe Men highly value and eſteem.

Ihe like difficulty have many-Practicioners found 


it, to get their Patients rid of thoſe rroubleſome, and 
very common Symptoms attending Claps, viz: The 
Phymoſis, and Paraphymoſis. The former of which be- 
ing an inflammation and thickning of the Prepuce or 
Fore - skin of the Tard, enclofing the Glan, or Nut of 
the Nard, ſo as not to be ſlipt back by any force, con- 
tract ing and purſing up ſometimes ſo cloſe at the end, 
as hardly to admit of paſſage for the Urine, vc. or 
at leaſt wile not to let it out freely, and without ſcat- 
tering; and is a Symptom generally proceeding from a 
Shankerow Indiſpoſition, and is ſo much the more to be 
ſear d, as the Inflammation grows more remarkable, 
and as the Filaments of the Prepuce is more or leſs di- 
ſtended and painful, . de 
The Paraphymaſis, is a choaking or ſtrangling of the 
Yard, as we ſay, by a ſlipping back of the Prepuce or 
Fore-skin, ſo as to be roll d up in wrinkles upon the 
hollow part of the Gans or Nut of the Tard, and not 
to be brought over it, hindring the flowing of the 
Blood and Spirits, and ſometimes contracts ſo, as to 
cloſe the Urethra or paſſage of the Tard, not leaving 
room for the Urine to paſs, occaſioning the Glans and 
whole Tard to ſwell, and is more or leſs dangerous, 
according as is the hardneſs of the Skin, thickneſs and 
inflammation; and which oftentimes renders the whole 
Yard liable to a Mortification, eſpecially when much tu- 
' mified, hard, and beſer with Shankers, which the na- 
rural heat finds difficult to rarifie and diſſipate. 
Tbeſe Accidents, I ſay, are oftentimes difficult to 
be remov'd, and as eaſily prevented, if the Patient ap- 
plies in time, and is manag'd with dexterity; and is 
what I never had a Patient afflicted with in my Hands, 
but have ſer ſeveral free from the ſame, when rendred 
ſo by the odd management of others, particularly one

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A poor Man, that looks after a Bowling- green, ha- 
ving contracted a Venereal Malady, which affected 
him with a Paraphymaſis, &. applies himſelf ro a cer- 
| tain (as he thought skilful) Surgeon, that I could 
name, for Cure, who did for him, I ſuppoſe, accord- 
ing to the beſt of his Skill ro accompliſh it, bur in 
vain ; for after 10 Months in his hands, inſtead of 


growing better, he grew worſez and being by that 


means put aſide his Buſineſs at the Green, ſome of 
the Gentlemen- Bowlers there (but who I know not) 
underſtanding the cauſe of his Illneſs, recommended 
him to my Care, and ſent a Meſſenger to me, to de- 
fire me to take care and get him Cured, and they 
would reward me: The poor Man came to me as 
well as he could crawl, under the great Miſery and 
Pain he was in, and brought what Money I deſired, 
which the Gentlemen furniſh'd him with: I enquired 
into his Cafe, and look d upon his Tard, which was 
ſwell'd and tumeſied to that degree, that I expected 
no leſs than an immediate Mort i ficat ion of rhe whole 
part, it ſtinking to that exceſs, that there was no bear- 
ing it; all the Glans or Nut was bare, the Prepuce 
being ſlipt back, as before · mention d, but prodigiou- 
fly ſwell d, never a more monſtrous Shape on thar 
Part, I believe known; and the Glan, almoſt devou- 
red with Shankers,. eating all round to the very Ure-. 
 thra or paſſage of the Tard, which diſcharg d ſuch a 
great quantity of a filthy ſtinking Sanies, that I wass 
ſorry I had undertaken him; his Pain on that part was 
lo great, that he had not ſlept an Hour, as he and 
his Wiſe ſaid, for ſeveral Weeks together, and was 
reduc d almoſt to a Skeleton, having breakings out on 
other parts of the Body. His quondam Surgeon had 
Salivated him once, Purg d and Vomited him times 
without number, and coald do no more to him, want- 
ing to be rid of him. This Man, by the Bleſſing of

order d with Prudence, that the Pox or its acidity be 


not encreas d by the Medicines, as it may be, While 
endeavours are us d to deſtroy it; for we have ob- 
ſerv d, that by the unskilful and indiſcreet adminiſtra- 
tion of proper Remedies, this Evil has in ſome Pati- 
ents been ſo fix d upon them, as to be for ever rendred 
incurable, as I have already in a place before taken 
notice of.

By this we ſee more plainly the miſchiefs brought 
upon the People, and how liable they are to be de- 


ftroy'd by the ill management of thoſe that unskilfull) 


undertake the Cure, and we have roo much reaſon to 
fear, more Patients are ruin'd thereby, than by any 
other Diſtemper incident to Mankind; for whatever 
ſeeming ſucceſs thoſe Practicers may have upon any, 
by allaying or palliating the Symptoms, Relapſes do 
certainly ſucceed, to the damage, if not ruin of the 
Patient, and that after vaſt expence of Money, beſides 
oppreſſive Toil, and dolorous Fatigue. 8

how ihe contagious Seeds of this Diſeaſe lie in Am-

cleaviag at that time, * the Frenth Magiſtrates were 
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forc d to provide againſt ir, compelling thoſe char were 
infected to remove out of Town, that they might be 
ſeparated from the Company of them that were heal- 
thy, like as if they had been Le per. 
And Euſt achim Rudius reports, that he knew ſome 
IMbores infected with the French Pox ſo powerfully, 
that all who had to do with them, were not only pre- 
ſently infected with the ſame Evil, but were wholly 
eee moſt grievous Symptoms, which could not 
removed nor mitigated by any Remedies or Art, 


for that they not long after died. 
Fer 3 e no ee but TI ws the 
Pox was formerly either very ſevere, and conſequentl 
eaſily Infectious, as the followers of Columbus — 
was, his Men giving ir to the Italian Women, and 
they to the French Soldiers, at the Siege of Naples 3 
Sua ſimul Pudenda & Pudendum morbum communicarunt, 
ſays an Author; or elſe our Anceſtors were more afraid 
of it in their days, than we are in ours; and ir ſeems 
to be ſo, becauſe we have it upon Record, that one 
of the Articles againſt Cardinal Wolſey, in King Henry 
the VIIIth's Days, was, Thar be being filthily: pomder d 
with the French Pox, by reaſon of bis exceſſive L. eobery, 
and diſhoneſt Life, did oftentimes preſume to talk, with, 
and to caſt bis unwholſome Breath into the Ring Face. 
By which we may ſee how the Company of thoſe in- 
fected with the' Venereal Diſeaſe were ſhunn'd herein 
England, but about 177 Years ago 3 yet the great Per- 
ſonage of the Complainant at the ſame time is to be 
conſider d, it being no leſs than a King. 
And ſo afraid are ſome Country People, even now

There was likewiſe no ſmall Inflammation upon the Scro- 
tum it ſelf, as well as upon the Feicle. But with repeated 


Bleedings, the application of Cataplaſms made of Barh- 
Meal and Oxycrate, (the Parts afkcked being likewiſe 


kept up with a Truſs to prevent the flux of Humours into 
the Place) frequent Purging with Calomelanos and Con- 


feftio Hamech, and alſo drinking plentifully of Emul- 
ſions of the four greater Cold Seeds made of Barly-Wa- 
ter, and of a Decoction of Sarſa and China, ordered 
for his common Drink, the painful Inflammation plain- 
Iy vaniſh d, but the ſwelling ſtill continued, tho with- 
out any pain, and the bigneſs of it was uncertain, being 
ſometimes greater, ſometimes leſs, and eaſily yielding 
to a preſſure of ones Fingers; ſo that at length the 
Judgment of two very skilſul Surgeons being taken, 
and that ſwelling being ſuppos d to be a Hydrecele, or 
watery Rupture, it was juſtly thought fit to open it; 


bur when ir was ſolemnly open d with an Inciſion - 


Knife, there came out ſcarce any Water, and no Mar- 
ter; alſo the whole ſubſtance of the Teſticle ſeemed to 
have been eaten away and periſh'd for ſometime, BE 
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the bee were hard and incraſſated; ſo that 
the Teſticle being once open d, look d like an empty 
Egg: ſbell, or rather a Pomegranate · ſpell, when the 
Meat, or that which was contain d in it, was taken 
our. From the Fiſtulous State of this Swelling, it 
came to paſs that the Surgeons being deceiv d, and taking 
it, becauſe it yielded to the preſſure of their Fingers, 
for a Hydrocele or watery Swelling, open d it by Inci- 
ſion, tho indeed after they had once open d it, it ſoon 
appear d to be in Truth a Venereal Fiſtula, proceeding 
from ſome virulent and old Gonorrhæa, that had been 
ill Cuted. But from that Wound there aroſe a large 
Ulcer, which every day ran a great quantity of Icho- 
roi, or Gleety Matter; which tho many times it de- 
luded us for ſeveral times with the vain hopes of Cu- 
ring it, having order d the Sarſa Drink now again for 
his ordinary Drink, when at the ſame time he was 
purged with the bitter Decoction, repeated at due in- 
tervals, that is, ſo often as there was occaſion, and 
eveiy Night he had a Paregorick Draught given him, 
with Syrup of Diacodium. But yet from an unexpett- 
ed Flux of Humours. (which, as I always told the Sur- 
gens, it was impoſlible to prevent without Caſtration, 
or cutting out the Fſtulous Teſticle) the Ulcer very of- 
ten broke out again; ſo that the Patient being quickly 
brougbt into a Tabzd and Hefick State, by the conti- 
nual and plentiful ſubſtraction of the Nutritious Juice 
through the Wound, and the expences ariſing from it, 
which Nature was not able to bear, as he began to 

have a great Thirſt, ſo likewiſe to loſe his Stomach, 
and at length to be afflicted with a troubleſome Cough, 
a ſhortneſs of Breath, and the other uſual Symptoms of 

the Luvgs when they are diſtemper d; continually 
waſting away more and more with the ſudden Ruin of 
Nature, which was much promoted by the fits of a

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length the Patiem being breught to the utmoſt degree 
ofa ee was foree® to yield to Fate 
With the repeated uſe of the Pian Burk, ſays this 
Author, I very often took off his putrid Fever, which 
nevertheleſs { the Cauſe of it ſtill remaining in the 
Wound) returned as often, after the interval of a 
Week or two. Likewiſe rhe Hedtick Heat, which 
Was kindled iu his: Blood; was much mitigated with 
the uſe of a Milk. Diet, (Aſſes Milk) and by the be- 
nelix of the open Country Air; tn i could never be 
perfectly extinguiſſi d, becauſe the Procarartick Cauſe 
of it, ro wit, the malignant and incurable Uleer, Was 
- plainly too much forthe Art of Surgery. Whereupon 
at laſt, the Vlcerated part being Ganpreewd, after he 
Had lain fix Months, he was feduced te a very Sele. 
ton, and carry d off, not only with an univer{al Con 
ſumption, but alfo a true Conſumpiion of the Lung, 
tho it was a Symptomatical obe.

Being 
call d to ber, by Mr. Simone, a skilſul and noted Sur- 
geon of Londen, I order d a Doſe of Calomelanos wit 
Diagrydium; to be repeated once. a Week, and thoſe 
days ſhe did not Purge, ro have three of my Baſſamia e 
Pills given her three times a day, and the following De- 
coction for her ordinary Drink: With the uſe of which, 
continued for the ſpace of fix or eight Weeks, in the 
Spring time, ſhe was perfectly, and without any re- 
lapſe, freed from her Conſumption, as well as from the 
2 of the Por.

Some 
think, that the Seed that flows from the Teſticles, is 
further elaborated here: But that cannot be; for that 
the Vaſa Deferemtia depoſite nothing in them, but all 
into the Veſicule Seminales. Otbers think, that from 
the Blood there is ſeparated in them an Acrimonious 
and Serous Humour, which ſerves for Titillation, or 
cauſing the greater Pleaſure in Venery. But de Grarf 
denies it, he having taſted it, and ſays, it has nothing of 
Acrimony. Dr. Mparton thinks the Preſtatæ make one 
particular kind of Seed, as the Teſticles do another, and 
the Veſicule Seminales a third kind. Bur that 1 
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ſticlets, is a miſtake, for that it is the ſame; if it were 


another kind, the Vaſa Deferentia would have no com- 
munication with the Veſiculæ Seminales, whereas they 
apparently open into them, and depoſite in them all the 
Seed they contain, as we have before ſhewed.

and Preputium, and very often exulcerates, and . 
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the Prepuce liable to contract, ſo as to oblige the Pa- 
tient to have it divided. The extremity of the Pre- 
puce is apt to grow fo ſtrait in old Men, that they 
cannot ſtrip or bare the Glans, which is probably be- 
cauſe their Erections are but ſeldom. It is ried in the 
lower part with a Membranous Band or Tie, which 
the Greeks call Kuruds lo, Vinculum Caninum, the La- 
tins, Frænum, in Engliſp the Bridle, or Ligament, as 
beſore noted, in which alſo Nature varies; for its of- 
ten ſo ſhort in ſome, that unleſs it be divided, it will 
not admit of perfect Erectionn. 
The ſhortneſs of the Prepuce is reckon'd among the 
Organical Diſeaſes of the Jard, whether naturally or 
artificially ſo; and tho neither of theſe kinds of bre- 
viry, dorh' incommode the action of the Tard, as to 
its extenſion and ejaculation of the Sced, or in the leaſt 
bhinders Fruitſulneſs, yet it is obſerv'd that the Fewiſb 
Women do more deſire Copulation with the Chriſtians 
than their own Nation, affecting Chriſtian Carnality 
before Circumcis d Venery; as the Ingenious Dr. Brown, 
in his Pſeudoxia Epidem, well notes; and indeed both 
Men and Women, like, where the Pleaſure is moſt, 
and alſo where it holds longeſ . 
I baveread that the Turks, Perſians, and moſt Oriental 
Nations, uſe Opium to force or ſtimulate to Venery, 
tho I don't think it is ſo much to invigorate them to 
the Act, as to prolong the Act, and ſpin out the mo- 
tions of Carnality, lengthning the Titillations of Luſt, 
as Opium will do in ſome, there being ſome luxurious 
Lechers that think Nature too ſudden in the evacuation 
of the Semen: For which reaſon Mahomet well know- 
ing this their beaſtly and inordinate Affection, promi- 
ſeth them, that the feliciry of their-Paradice ſhould con- 
fiſt in a Fubile of Conjunction, that is, One Action of 
Coition prolong d unto fifty V ears. 
We ſhall now ſpeak ſomething of rbe Parts mini-

Gut. All which yet, both length, width and looſneſs, 
differ in reſpect of Age, Sc. and as a Woman is in- 
flam d more or leſs with Luſt; for in ſome the Mulie- 
bra is ſo capaciouſly diſtended, eſpecially in the Women 
of ſome Countries, that the Bells (which we mention d 
before) the Men wear in their 7ards with rope and ring 
too, eaſily may enter; fo alſo the aforeſaid Wrinkles 
are much more numerous, and cloſe ſer in Virgins, 
and in Women that ſeldom accompany with a Man, 
and that have never born Children, than in thoſe that .

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T HUS having briefly, and as modeſtly as the Sub- 
© ject (ro render the Matter imelligible) would 
allow, ſpoken of rhe Parts miniſtring to Generation in 
both Sexes, as to their Situation, Action, Uſe; Ge. 
which tis hop'd none will make an ill uſe of, and turn 
to their o hurt; fince the only Motive was purely 
for the better ſetting forth and diſcovering the Nature, 
Seat, and difference of Gleets, &c. which we come 
now to diſcourſe of; But as Gieets from Venercal Cauſes, 
are generally the reſult of formet ill Curd Claps or 
Gonbrrhæn 's, it is neteſſary before we come directly 
to ſpeak chncerning them, to premiſe a few things more 
than we have ſaid hithefto, about Gonorrhta s, vizs Thar 
there is a threefold divifion of 4 Gonbrrbea, not ſuffici- 
There are Men, who through the heat of their Kid- 
neys, Liver and Seminal Veſſels,” breed abundance of 
hot Seed, Which often provokes to Excretion in a plea- 


ſant Dream. This kind (to which both Sexes are 


ſubje. t) if it be exceſſive, as I have known it in ſeve- 
ral, and particularly in one that J at this time have in 


Cure, proves milchievous, and at length, if neg- 


lected, does pine away the Body to a Confump- 
tion.

Another ſort of Gonorrhea is produce d by Putrefa- 
ction of abundance of Phlegm, either Salt or Crude, 
which is often mixt with a little Seed, and eſpecial 
from the Brain, by the Spina dorſi, Loins and KRidneys, 
and alſo from the Liver by the Veins, and * 
Nerves which come to the Pudenda from all parts of 
the Body, and by the Seminal Veſſels and Cremaſtets 
join'd With the Stoner, to the Uterus in Women, and 
Pens int Men; from whence ir drops by degrees, not 
without Excoriation of the Parts: The Marrer of this 
is Crude Blood mit with impure Humioars, the Sink 
whereof does not, as ſome think, run to the Bladdefr, 
biit to the Vomb and Peri, and by the paffage of the 
Sperm is voided into the Peng. They that would

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Cure both kinds of Gonorrhea's with the ſame Reme- 
dies, are miſtaken. Ee of an ET 
be third ſort of Gonorrbæa comes from the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, and is calld virulent; in which; at the be- 
ginning, a ſort of white and yellowiſh Matter dribbles 
away inſenſibly, waking as well as ſteeping, from the 
Proftat.e or Seminal Veſſels Ulcerated, as we have al- 


ready ſufficiently ſhew'd. e 
Langius lays a Gonorrhea is commonly reckon d by 
all Men, a Diſeaſe caus d by ſome fault in the Sper- 
matick Veſſels ; but Virſungiu bis Judgment is truer, 
who reckons it rather an Ulcer of the Proſtate, void- 
ing not ſo much Seed, as Sanies, and affluent corrupt 
Humours ; and that diſſections of dead Bodies often 
prove ir, ſuch Ulcers being found in the Proſtate as to 
leave no room to doubt of it; and adviſes young Phy- 
ficians to obſerve what is taken notice of bur by a 
few Practitioners, vid. that Seed, Pus, and Phlepm, 
altho they ſhew all alike white in the Urine, yet by a 
skilful Man they may eaſily be diſtinguiſh'd. For the 
Seed when it is ſeparated from the reſt, ſwims con- 
ſtantly at the top; nor will it fink, tho' it be ſhaken, 
no, not in a Gonorrbæa. Pus and Phlegm, do both fink 
to the bottom; but at the leaſt ſhake, Pas flies aſunder, 
ſo as it cannot be diſcerned, only it makes the Urine 
white as Milk. Phlegm rolls about a little, but both 
of them, when the Urine ftands ſtill, preſently fink 
to the bottom, the Seed always ſwimming, unleſs it

There are ſome Gonorrh.ea's causd by watry and 
thin Seed, bur ſome Authors diſpure whether it be 
Crude Seed tbat aomes away, altho' it be watry and 
thin, or whether it be corrupt and vitious Humours, 
which being gather'd in the Body, flow to the Genital 
Parts, and are voided by the Paſſage, whereby Seed is 
uſually caſt out; as ſometimes vitious Humours ga- 
ther d in the Body, ule to be evacuated by the Vomb, 


which they call the Whites. T 
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It is plain, by what has been ſaid, that a Gonorrhea, 
Clap, or Running of the Reins, as tis uſually term d, 
is in Men, from an Ulceration in the Proſtate, or the 
Veſiculæ Seminales, and that upon diſſe King of dead 
Bodies, we have found it ſo, and that the Seat of that 
virulent Diſeaſe is there; and does not always proceed 
from the Glandules of the Urethra, as ſome imagine, 
tho* ſomerimes it is ſo; and the more is it not always 
ſo, for that we obſerve, if the running of Matter be 
unſeaſonably ſtop d, the virulence is either communi- 
cated to the whole Body, or elſe it flies back to the 
Stones, and there cauſes a Tumour; or if it extend to 
the Perineum, unleſs it be timely repell'd, it cauſes 
an Abſceſs, the ſharpneſs of which Matter erodes the 
J.....

The cauſe of this Vlceration is a, ſharp and virulent 
Humour communicated in Coition, ſticking about theſe 
Spermatick Veſſeis, firſt inflaming them, and then cor- 
rupting them, upon which an afflux of corrupted Mat- 
ter flows out. bis N 
If this Matter has lain there long neglected, the Di- 
eerations are the greater, and the Matter that flows, 
more virulent, which if ſucceeded by another Clap, 
and ſo one upon the heels of another for three or four 
together, as I have known it in ſome Libertines, what 
with the Running, and the occaſion for frequent and 
perhaps ſtrong Purgings, &c. the Parts are fo debili- 
rared, that continu d Gleers or Meepings ſucceed, which 
ſtill prove the more troubleſome, if the Proſtatæ Glan- 
dules, by the long and foul Ulcerations, are much eaten

for the management, when the Diſeaſe is ſo very near 
our reach, is eaſie and no one almoſt would ever mils 
of Cure, unleſs in the Hands of the moſt Ignorant of 
the Proſeſſion. Bur choſe that advance this Hypotheſis, 
I donbt are very much miſtaken, in delivering it, to 
be always or generally ſo; and I think T may ven- 
ture to ſay, that I have had as much opportunity to 
know, as any Man, and believe have been as inqui- 
firive, read over the Opinions of as many Authors, 
ſeen, as great variety of Caſes, and even perform d as 
many Venereal Gures, for my time, if not many more 
than any Practitioner whatſoever. And I think alſo, 
where a Man's Opinion is grounded upon Experience, it 
muſt be allow d, by all, to be preferrable to the beſt ſpe - 
culative Knowledge that any can pretend to, elſe what 
means the following, Lines, which I have in ſome one 
ox: other Ingenious Author read, but have ſorgot whom, 
tho not the Words. . 
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T bo Lear d and Wiſe, and of greet parts; 
"Tis Practice gains Experience, in all Arts. 
Notional Knowledge, is of fender Je; 
That's beſt, which we to Practice can reduce, 


But to give as clear an Account as may be of Gs 
norrbæa 5, I ſhall further obſerve, from a certain ingetii- / 
ous Author, which is pat to my own Sentiments, That 
vrhen a Man contracts a virulent Gonorrbæd by conver- 
fing with a fonl Woman, thoſe Parts which ate the 
Seat of the Infection, (which Parts we have taken no- 
rice of before) appear to be firſt injur'd by the Poiſo- 
nous Particles then receiv'd ; and that this is fo, is coti- 
firm d, for that we obſerve the Genztals, and the Parts 
appertaining and adjoining to them, to be ſeverely af- 
flicted, long before there is any appearance of rhe Ef. 
fefts of this Poiſon in any of the remoter parts; 
whereas, had it immediately paſſed into the Jaices, it 
muſt neceſſarily have been by them quickly whirled 
about the whole Body. Sy | | . 
And the reaſon why thoſe inſectious Steems receiv d, 
do firſt fix upon the Genital Parts, may very probably 
be, that the raging Luſt, and haſty defire of Pleaſure 
felt in Congreſs, may have a Power to dilate, of fome 
way, ſo to affect theſe Parts, as ro render them more 
ſuſceptible of the poiſonous Steems; befides, the Emiſ- 
fion, or Evacuation of the Seed, yields perhaps a kind 
of yacancy for their Reception: And thoſe thus inju- 
red Parts, not having immediate Applications made to 
them, whereby to extract, imbibe, waſh off, or dif- 
lodge the Poiſons receiv'd there, or to remove or hin- 
der them from corroding and ulcerating the Parts up. 
on which they fix, they gradually come to ſeparate 
and wake ſuch Matter, as conſtitutes a Gonorrheaa. 
Thus it is certain, that theſe Parts are firſt affected, 
and the Blood only aſterwards from them; and that it 
is ſo, is plain ; for if this Running by the Urethra, be 
untimely ſtopp d by improper Applications, the Blood 
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(as we daily, and too often obſerve by the ill manage- 
ment abroad) becomes much the ſooner infected by the 


| Poiſon, as afterwards by the variety of ſucceeding 


e which appear in very differing Forms, ma-

Or if the foul purulent Matter adheres to, or lodges 
upon thoſe alter d and injur d Parts, and does nor paſs 
ſo readily away through the . Urethra , which is 
the natural Current for it, thoſe affected Parts are 
thereby the more alter d and injur d, and the Blood 
does become Poiſon d from thoſe very Juices the part 
hath thus depraved, by the cori upt Matter's not 
flowing off as it ſhould; and yet much the ſooner, if 
it be (as obſery'd before) by any means untimely 


ſtopp'd . For if the Inflammation of the Parts be not 
totally remov'd, and the Venereal Poiſon evacuated, 


by proper Internal Medicines, before the Gonorrhe be 
dry'd or ſtopp d up by Aftringencs, the Patient may be 


Ruin d, and Pox'd for ever. | | 
And when theſe Parts have receiy'd the Infection, as 


faid before, and become alter d and injur d by it, a 
continual ſupply of Juices from the Body is ſent thi- 
ther, and is by thoſe infected Parts changed into ſome 
purulent Matter, and cauſes a continual Running. 
Now this being certainly fo in Fact, it remains to 


be confider'd, how it is to be Remedied ? There is 


no way then to remedy it, that is, to Cure a Gonor- 
rhea, bur by repeated and continued Evacuations, I 
mean by ſuch Medicines that are proper, whereby 
thoſe Juices ſent thither, may be diverted and carried 
off another away; ſo that theſe Parts having not ſo 
plentiful a Fluxion to them, the quantity of that foul 
Matter chat flowed through the Uretbra, will be gra- 


dually leſſen d, and its virulency abated; it being 
plain, that the Matter therę made, not lodging, and 


the Paris not being ſo fully ſupplied, and the Poiſon 


ſpending it ſelf by the Fluxion, the Parts by conſe · 
guence muſt gradually heal, that is, recover their for- 
mer natural ſtate. |

But we muſt not forget to obſerve here, the mighty 
difference there is in the Cure of ' Gonorrhea's, as to 
their Facility and Difficulty, which happens either ac- 
cording to the degree of Infection, or according to the 
Diſpoſition of the Perſon infected. If a healthful Per- 
ſon, ſuch a one whoſe Blood and Juices are uncorrupt- 
ed, that is, are in a perfect natural State, be Infected, 
altho' according to the degree of its Virulency, it may

So that ſuch a caſe 
may prove a work of difficulty, and require great 
Thought, as well ta correct and amend the Blood, as 
to eradicate the Diſeafe, or at leaſtwiſe after ſuch a 
manner to diſpoſe it, as that the affected Parts may 
be Cur'd.

Bur where there is nothing more requir'd ro be done, 
but Curing theſe diſeaſed Parts, and the Blood and

This I thought neceſſary to premiſe, tho to the ſame

they were left in the dark, concerning. the nature and 
true Seat of Infection, and ways to be taken for the 
Cure, which, tho I do not preſeribe the Medicines, 
(they being a Secret) yet any underſtanding Man may 
be convinc d, what ought ta be dane in ſuch a Caſe, 
and in a great meaſure be a Judge, whether he is ma-

The Proſtatæ Glandules, being, as. ſaid 54800 e 
eaten away, or tog much relax d and debilirared; by 
tbe continual Ulceration; or otherwiſe beared, and 
diſtended by repeated {trong Purgatrions, a thin lemi 
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ſage of che Tard, and this is the true Gleer; ſo that 
Gleets flow from the weakned Glandules, which Na- 
ture has placd, as obſerv'd before, at the Root of the 
Yard, to hinder. the too foon ejecting of the Seed in the 
Act of Copulatiom, making them ſerve as Strainers, 
thro' which the Seed ng or ſqueezing, as we plain-

of Nature can be ſaid to deprive them of it, whereby 
they are oftentimes render d incapable of Generati 
and ſometimes ſo Impotent, as not to perform the 
Act of Copulatione © © a od reg? 
Thoſe Perſons attended with ſuch Gleets, are troubled 
with a Lagſus Semins, or flipping away of a thin and 
ſomerimes Glutinous congeal'd ſeminal Mauer, when 
they go to Stool, or after making Water, which in 
ſome comes away in good quantities, producing in time 
ſuch extream weakneſs, and debilitation, Gc. as nor 
only proves a very great trouble, bur total incapacity 
of performing the Conjugal Rite; and not only ſo; 
but alſo from the immoderate or unnatural Expence of 
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it, ariſeth Infæcundiiy and Steri lin. 2 
Many Perſons alſo have come to me wich ſuch ſort 
of Weakneſſes, as were occaſion d by too liberal uſing 
Friction with the Hand when they were School-Boys, - 
Genitalia contrefiando- Semen ejicere, which Galen men- 
tions was the practice of that churlift Philoſopher Dio- 

genes the Cynic, and reckons it with Fornication, Adul. 
tery, Inceſt, to be an abomination in the ſight of God, 
(but I cant agree with him in ranking equally with 
thoſe Sins) by which means ſeveral have been brought 
into waſting, declining Conditions, that have requir d 
a great deal of time, and no ſmall difficulty to reſtore.

"Twas the ſame Diogenes that diſappointed the Harlor, 
buy ſending her away when ſhe came to him, without her 
—— upon his putting his hand to his Pudities, 
and Titillating his Virilities to the caſting forth his Seed, 
telling her, thar by his digir:7:ing himſelf, he had cele- 
brated Hymer's Rites without her, and had no occaſion 
for her. Which Practice as Galen condemns in Men 
that ſhall do it themſelves, ſo exclaims againſt Womens 
uſing Titillation in themſelves, to ſtir up their Deſires 
which was a common Practice in his days (as it is none 
of the leaſt in ours) as alſo Feſtus and Catullus tell us, 
bur eſpecially Catullus, in his 0th Epigram ; whoſe 
words I purpoſely omir, becauſe they cannot with mo- 
deſty be recited; and not only do both Sexes —.— f 
themſelves, but each one the other, by the Hand, pro- 
voke to Luſt, and Laſciviouſly ſpill that Seed, which, 
ſays he, the Deity hath pur into every thing, for the 
Propagation and Conſervation of its Kind. Which

Some have had a Running or involuntary Emiſſion of

And not only do Men ſuffer by means thereof, when 
they were young, or come to the years of Puberty, but

or iſelf Pollution, uſed in their Manhood, cauſing not 
only a Lapſis Seminu, but ſuch a weakneſs, as that 


upon the very touch of the Labia of a Woman, or 


thoughts of enjoying her, the Seed is emitted without 
pleaſuring himſelf or her, and in others has produc'd a 
weakneſs in the Pens, and loſs of EreQion, as if they 
had been Gelt or Caſtrated, by which, as Dr. Baynard 
alſo obſerves, many a young Gentleman has been for 


ever utterly undone; and which uſed when young, 


ſo forces and weakens the tender Veſſels, that when 
they come to Manhood, renders them (to Women ri- 
diculous, becauſe) Imporent ; a Vice, ſays he, con- 
demn d by the Heatben Poets, Sc. as Martial Epi- 
pram, in Pontificum, c. ſays. ſuch, ſays he, in his 
iſtory of Cold-Bathing, I have known perſectiy Cu- 
red and made Potent ad &c. when all other Re- 


medies have fail'd, nay, and after ſome years ſtanding,

And de Caſtro relates that he knew a young Peer, and 
Curd him, who in his Youth about the 14th Year, 
unwary and deceivd by others, uſed daily Maſturba- 
tion, as he rold him lamenting and ſorry, and thereby 
had contracted ſo great a weakneſs of his Seminal Veſ- 
ſels and Teſticies, that altho he lived afrerwards conti- 
nently, yet he was troubled with a Gonorrhea; his 
Stones by reaſon of the relaxation of the Veſſels hang- 
ing down beyond meaſure, and his Pens in the midſt 
twiſted towards the upper part; and whereas he was 
before of a lively colour and ftrong, afterwards he 
grew pale, lean, weak, GS. 0 | 
The ſeat of a Gonorrhea in Women, is at ſirſt in the 
Neck of the Womb; if it continues long, and is not 
_ Cured, it creeps farther, and infects even rhe Womb 
itſelf, and by a longer continuance goes farther, and 
affects even the Seed-Veſſels alſo, and withal contami- 
nates the Seed itſelf; and in length of time, (not being 
Cur d) it brings the Patient into a lingring Conſump- 
tion, which will prove mortal in the end: It is known 
by the Matter running forth, which is many times of 
various Colours, as yellow, green, blueiſh, Sc. and is 
of an ill or ſtinking Scent: And oftentimes in ſome Wo- 
men, tho they get Cur d, it plunges them into a Flux of 
the Mhites: which Weakneſs, or Running, diſtempers 
the Womb, and renders the Woman unfruitful; and 
we obſerve many Women that have been exercis d 
with a Running of the Reins for a continuance, whe 
after being Cur d, have been for ever render d ſteril ;

and for a long time, fell into a Conſumprive Dropſſe.

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And it it truly, and roo often obſerv d, that thoſe 
Gonor rh eas and Whites, which are Venereal, and of an 
ill Nature, and the habit of the Body but indifferent, 
do frequently terminate in a Conſumption, unleſs they 
are timely and perfectly Cur d, and that eſpecially 

when the Impurity proceeding from that Vi#nom has 
once infected the Humours: For in a Gonorrbhæa and 
the Mpites, ſometimes the Flux is ſo extraordinary. 
and continues fo long, that the Maſs of Blood is there-

Zut left the virulent Matter, after having corrupred 
the “Liquor in the G/andules of the Numb, ſnould ulcerate 
em, and by degrees cauſe worſe accidents, which J 

have more than once or twice obſerv d. I do hereby 
ad viſe thoſe of the Fair Sex who find themſelves any 
way incommoded 1n that kind, whether from their 

own facility of proſtituting themſelves, or from their 

Hasbard's Act, as it happens but too often, not to 
neglect the Cure of it, and that not only for the ſake 

of eſcaping fo ſad and troubleſome an accident; but 
allo to avoid the great Coſts and many Medicines: that 
upon neglect they muſt unavoidably be ar and have 
adminiſtred to em, which is none of the leaſt, be- 
fides the hazards and dangers that are attending. 

As there are ſome Gleeis that are occaſion d by 2 
malignaat, or unchaſte Converſation, and alſo by a too 

' frequent reiteration of the Venereal Act in ſound Per- 

ſons, ſo likewiſe by Wrenches, Strains, Ge. or by ex- 
ceſſive Evacuations of Seed, (which is the Elixir Hom:- 


ni,) or the weakneſs of the Perſon, Sc. as before _ 
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Alſo an Evacuation of Seed called SeillicidiumSeming. 
which is taken for a Gleet, happens at times involun- 
tarily, in Perſons troubled with the Falling Sickneſs, 
Go. as in another place have hinted; but then nei- 
ther of theſe are ever attended with that virulency, as 
when ſrom Venereal Cauſes, neither are the Conſequen- 
ces thereof ſo dangerous, or Cure ſo difficult. 

I have, in its place oblerv d what are the Symptoms 

of a Gonorrhæa, and how that if a ſound Man lies with 
an unclean Woman, that Member with which he firſt. 
touch d her Privy Parts, muſt of neceſſity be firſt infect- 
ed; for the Humour that was in her Paſſage, and ar- 
terwards in her Matriæ, is compos d of many pene- 
trating, Acid and Salt Particles, as ſufficiently appears, 
and burſts out in a Gonorrhaa in Men, (eſpecially in 
ſoft moiſt Bodies) either on the fourth or ninth Day 
after Coition, and in more robuſt Natures on the twen- 
ry firſt Day: Now upon ſome particular methods of 
Cure, which Venereal Patients go through, it too fre- 
quently happens that a continu d Gleet ſucceeds ; as 
ofcentimes upon too frequent and violent Purgings, 
which weakens the Proſtates, as obſerv'd before; at 
other times by a ſmall quantity of the Venereal ferment,

widening of their Meatis s, or little Fiſtula's in them, 
and oftentimes cauſe Sterility or Barrenneſs in ſuch 
Women; the like Gleezs doth alſo attend ſome Wo- 
men, occaſion'd by a defluxion of ſharp, ſalin and cor- 
roding Humours upon the aforeſaid Glandules : Some 
Phyſicians have imputed thoſe ſort- of Gleets to a Stilli- 
ation of the Nervous juice; which if were ſo, an in- 
curable Conſumprion and withering of the whole Bo- 
dy, and a ficcity of the Nerves muſt neceſſarily in a 
very ſhort time enſue 55 
'' The Symptoms which preſage ſuch Conſumptions 
as theſe, are (in Men affected with a plentiful Run- 
ning of the Reins) Hypochondriacal Oppreſſions, Me- 
| lancholly, and too much Thoughtfulneſs, with loſs of 
| Appetite, decay of Strength, c. bur in Women that 
have been long afflicted with the Myites, flowing ia a 
great quantity, are a ſoft and bloted habit of Body, 
a ſwarthy and pale Countenance, with Hyſterical Firs, 
a remarkable laſſitude and wearineſs of the Body, ſwel- 
lings in the Legs, and decay of Strength, all which 
Symptoms moms from the ſame Cauſe, ro wir, from 
the poor diſpirired Nature of the Blood, cauſed by a 
want of new Chyle, whereby not only the Spirits are 
weakned and oppreſs d, but alſo the habit of the Body 
is rendred Oedematou from the wareriſh Diſpoſition of 
the Blood, as it is full of old and diſpirited Chyle. 
And not only does the Symptoms ftop here, but in 
progreſs of time, that is, when the Diftemper comes 
ro be confirm d, encreaſe, and are follow d alſo by 
ſome others, as a Thirſt, a Hectical Diſpoſition, Aerophy, 
and waſting of the Fleſh, till at length the Body is 
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plainly brought into the higheſt degree of a Conſumption, 
and that very often without any Cough, or any other 
remarkable fon of a e ofeke —_—.: 
But this Diſtemper is eafily Curd, if the antecedent 
Cauſe of it can be removed, that is, if the Gonorrhea 
or Mbites can be Curd; if nor, and the Diftemper 
comes once to be confirm'd, it will too truly be found 
ro be Incurable. Bur if by proper means, and a con- - 
venient method, the Gonorrhæa or Mhites can be time- 
ly remov d, there is no fear but the Patient may be pre- 
ſerv'd from the Conſumption threatned; for if rhe efflux 
of the Nutritious Juice be by Art prevented, Medicines 
that are Balſamick and Reſtorative, may be exhibited 
to repleniſh the diſpirited and N Blood, with 
new oily, and benign Chy/e: To help forward which, 
ſuch Food as is delicious, and affords a good Juice, 
and is moſt grateful to be Patient's Palate and Sto- 
mach, muſt be often in a day given, tho' in a little 
quantity at a time; and that the Patient's Appe- 
tite may be the more excited, chearfulnefs ought to be 
advifed, nothing being found more deſtructive to the 
Appetite, and more confirms a Conſumpeiongthan Sadneſs 
and Grief: The Patient muſt alſo have the beneſit of 
an open and benign Air, which is vaſtly advantageous 
to the Nerves, and conſequently to the Appetire and 
Stomach: Under ſuch a circumſtance alto, the Pa- 
tient muſt uſe Exerciſe every day, and rubbing of the 
Body ro procure gentle Sweats, if the ſtrength will 
bear ir, by which means the load of old diſpirited 
Chyle, with which the Blood- Veſſels and habit of the 
Body are ſtufft, may be Sweared our, to make more 
room for new and uſeful Chyle, and conſequently for 
the improvement of the Appetite : Bur the liberal uſe 
of Fine and Spirituous Liquars, muſt by all means be 
forborn, they putting the Blood, already too hor, into 
a greater diſorder and flame; And one thing more in 
. fach Caſes is ro be obſerv d, and that is, that no Purges 
be preſcrib d, or any Medicines whatſoever, to procure 
any conſiderable Evacuations, which all create - Lag 
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2 110 Nature, too weak already by the Diſeaſe. 
Alſo if a Hefical Hear, as oftentimes there is, be in 
the leaſt degree, bur kindled in the Solid Parts, the 
utmoſt Care myſt be taken forthwith to extinguiſh ir, 
and is beſt done by Aſes Milk a Milk Dice, and the

I knew a very fine Lady that had ſuch a fort of Glees 
or Running, attended with a Leprous Humour upon her 
Arms, from a Venereal Cauſe, (tho' ſhe wou'd nor own = 
it,) which was very troubleſome : She was affur'd by 
her Phyſicians, (which were none of the leaſt Eminence 
in this Ciry) that the Gleet was from an Ulcer in her 
Kidney: ; for which, or for the Leprow Humour, or 
both, one of her Phyſicians, after the other was diſ- 
miſs d, perſwaded her into a Salivation, but with ſo 
little ſucceſs, that after the expence of about ſeventy 
or eighry Pounds, the poor Lady died Tabid, and 
that in a moſt miſerable Condition, full of Invectives 
againſt her Phyfician. | Te 
I attended this unhappy Lady all the time of her II- 
neſs, and made up the Phyſician's Preſcriptions with 
my own hands, and have now their Bills by me, (for 
which Medicines, and my Artendance,-I was paid 35 J. 
ſhe being in hand from 7uly ro Fanuary following) and 
would fain have prevaila with the Doctor, when 1 
ſaw the Salivation would not come on regular, ( ſhe 
being of a thin, ſpare habit of Body) to knock off,

But by the way, I would have it underſtood, that 
in ſome Patients ar leaſt, after they are Curd of a G 
norrhæa, or virulent Fluor, there commonly remains a 

| Gleet or Lachryma of thin, tranſparent, and ſowewhar 

_ oleaginous Moiſture ; which in many, in ten or four- 
teen days, ceaſes of ir ſelf; in others it remains much 
longer; in ſome the Moiſture appears thicker, in others 

th nner, in {ome ropy, in others not. nit | 

Some Gleers remaining after the Cure of a Gonorrhea 
are tinctur d with yellow, and ſtains Linnen, whereof 
ſome do partake of Malignity, tho' they may think 
nor, and others are free from any Malignity, and yet 
ſcarce any diſcernable difference; but theſe ſorts of 
yellow Fluors muſt be ſtrictly enquired into, and or 
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actly diſtinguiſh d, leſt both the Phyſician and Patient 
find themſelves deceiv d. . 
I TI ſhall now more plainly, but briefly, obſerve what 
 Gleets are, i. e. what it is that Gleers, from what Parts 
_ deriv'd, from what Cauſes occaſion d, and wherein in- 
curable, the Ignorance of many Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons (as an ingenious Author oblerves) being ſuch 
[tho never fo — Pretenders to Anatomy) that it 
may not be amiſs to inform them, whereby they indy 
the better be able to aſſiſt their Patients; and alſo 
Patients into whoſe hands this Book may fall, may 
by peruſing it, be made capable of judging of the 
Skill of the Practicer that undertakes them. | 
The Gleet then is an oleaginous, ſmooth, tranſpa- 
rent and glutinous Mucus, engendred in the Proſtates, 
and other ſmall Glandules that are immerſt all about 
the Ureghra, and throughout the Tard; the whole Bo- 
dy of the Tard being Spungy, you may, upon Diſſe- 
ction, obſerve, and by your Touch perceive, this ole- 
aginous Mucus perfuſed z and the uſe thereof is ſo ne- 
ceſſary, that without a ſufficient proportion of it, it is 
not poſſible the Tard ſhould be Erected, or at leaſtwiſe 
not long continue its Erection; for the Spirits throng- 
ing into that part, in ſo great a confluence, as there 
does upon a voluptuous Erection, would in a manner 
take fire, inflame, dry up, and wither the whole Sub- 
ſtance of the Tard, were it not contemperated by the 
aforeſaid Mucus, which at the fame time moiſtens and 
defends it (being otherwiſe naturally dry) by the ole- 
aginous Lentour ; for were it of an Aqueous or Salin 
Nature only, it would ſoon be dried up; and this 
unctious Mucus is tranſmitred into the Urethra, through 


 Meatus's proceeding from the Proſtates and other leſſer 


Glandules abour-the Urinary Paſſage, wherewith that 
Paſſage is inuncted, and made ſmooth and glib, not 
only to defend it from the Acrimony of the Urine, 
but alſo to facilitate the Transflux thereof, 


Con- 
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_  Conſequemly this Mucw,as has been obſerv'd, being 
engendred in roo ſmall a quantity, or being too crude, 
aqueous and thinzdath occafion ſharpneſs of Urinez as in 
old Men and others, whole Proftazes and the other 
Glandules, being ſhrivel'dand grown dry, do not emit 
a ſufficient proportion of unctious Myeus to the lining 
of the Urethra ; the like happens in Gonorrbæa s, where 
the ſaid Glandules receiving a malign Impreſſion and 
Inflammation from the virulent Steems, do either tranſ- 
mit but little or no Mucw, or at leaſt what is very 
Crude, Thin, and Acrimonius, whence the Urine, as 
it paſſes, muſt neceſſarily occaſion Heat, ſmarting and 
pricking Pains, like Pins and Needles, thro the Pun- 
girive Figure of the Salts, here with the Urine is more 
than ordinarily loaded; thro' this alteration of the 
— Mucws it is that Dyſuries or Stranguries enſue, and that 
| eſpecially, (the Glandules being of a moſt render and 
weak Nature) upon receiving Injuries from Riding, 
Drinking, excels of Venery, and other Occaſions; allo 
from cold windy Drinks, Se. But it is not to be 
underſtood that it is always the ſole occaſion, for the 
like may happen from an Urine highly Bilious and Sa- 
lin, or from a purulent Inflammation of the Kidneys 
or Bladder, as alſo by conſent of Parts, from dry and 
wet Piles, Iuflammations of the Urerus or Womb in 
Women, and the like. . e 
Many Phyſicians, with the Vulgar, have ( tho er- 
roneoudly) judg d, that the Cryſtalline oleaginous Moi - 
Kure we ſpeak of, which upon luſtſul Erections, ouxes 
out of the Termination of the Urethra or Paſſage of 
the Tard, is Semen or a Seminal Matter; which can be 
no ſuch thing, it being apparent enough, chat it is 
only the over - flowing of the Proflates, and orher litele 
Glandules, through the rarefaction and buffing up of 
their Mucus, which requiring greater ſpace, is 
abundantly into the Urethra. The like miſtake do 
theſe Phyſicians and others make concerning the Fluor, 
or ſerous petuitous Matter in Women, that what rhey 
emit of it, from about the C/irors in Coition, is = 
: ENS - . ce 2 
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Seed, conducted thither by the Seminal Ducts; bur ir 
otherwiſe appears, for That Humour which Women 
emit in Coition, or by Friction, doth iſſue out of the 
Lacumæ, or little Pores or Paſſages in the Vagina of the 
Womb and Urinary Paſſages, as alſo from the Meat 2 
in the Neck of the Womb, ordain d by Nature for that 
purpoſe, and ſerves only for the lubricating, or mak- 
ing ſlippery the Vagina in Coition, it being alſo of an 
oleaginous Nature, and flows out in a great quantity 
in the Act, to cauſe the greater Eaſe and Pleaſure 

tzberein; for without it, the violent Agitation and 

Friction neceſſarily uſed in Copulation, would ſtir up 

Heat, Pain, and Inflammation in thoſe tender nervous 
Parts, and obſtruct rather than promote the Pleaſure 
thereof; but of this more another time. | | 
From what has been ſaid therefore, ir is evident, 
that a Gleet, which uſually appears after the Cure of a 
Gonorrbæa, is only the ouzing out of the Mucus of the 
Proſtates and other little Glandules, which are debili- 
rated and relax d, or their Meatus's into the VUretbra, 
too much widened, appearing of a tranſparent Colour, 
and flimy, juſt like the White of a raw Egg; bur 
oftentimes it happens, that there remains little ſordid 
Ulcers about thoſe Meatus s, whence, together with 
the Gleet, a little Pus or Matter is duly ſqueez d out; 
which being dried upon a Linnen Cloth, the middle of 
it ( which is the Mucus) ſhews thin, wareriſh, and of 
a livid Colour. *Tis oblerv'd, that theſe Ulcers, if 
very fordid, and their Pzs very tenacious, thick and 
glutinous, ſticking to their Sides like Bird-lime, are 
cauſes of very obftinate Gleets, which may poſſibly in 
ſome continue half a year, in others a whole year, and 
again in ſome others much longer. 

I have obſerv'd the Cure of even thoſe tranſparent 
Gleets, to be in ſame Perſons very difficult, and nor 
only thoſe brought on by a preceding virulent Gonor- 
rhea ill Cur'd, as aforeſaid, bur alſo ſuch call'd Ge- 
norrhæa Simplex, and that in both, Cold Bathing, to 
be of admirable advantage, I may ſay (in "ns - 
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leaſt ) the greateſt meaſure owing to it; for that as the 
Learned Sir John Floyer obſerves, the coldneſs of the 
Water contracts and ſtrengthens all the Membranous 
. weakned Veflels, as well as cools the hot Humours, 
So. And Dr. Wainewrigbt, in his Mechanical Account 
of the Non-Naturals, lately publiſh'd, ſays, That it is 
upon the account of the contracting Power of the Cold 
Bath, principally, that Hemorrbages, Gonorrhea's, and 
the Fluor, Albus, are ſtopt, and alio that ir Cures Vene - 
real Impotency. And ſays, in another place, That there 
is nothing more adapted tothe Cure of Frigidity, when 
owing to a former exceſs of Venery, than the Cold Bath, 
which he ſays again, will alſo contribute irs ſhare to 
the Cure, both of a ſimple Gonorrhaa, and Fluor Albus. 
Again, I have frequently obſerv'd, that ſome Per- 
ſons, after a ſafe and ſure Cure of a Gonorrbæa, eſpe- 
cially where the Malignity has been conſiderable, have 
ſor a long time after, been vex d with the appearance 
of a little ouzing through of a ſlimy tranſparent Sub- 
ſtance, not ſo much as the quantity of a drop ar a time, 
which ſometimes, upon IL. innen, looks no otherwiſe 
than perfect Seed, and at other times with a yellowiſh 
tinge, no bigger perhaps than a great Pin's Head, and 
which frequently alarms them, they thinking ſome 
Malignity lies lurking, when the cauſe only has been 
from weakneſs of the Seminal Veſſels, &c. and which 
upon their endeavouring to carry off by purging, has 
rather encreas'd, by relaxing the Veſlels, and fretting 
their Tone. Perſons with choſe Gleets have generally 
little Threads, Films, Skins, or the like, ſwimming 
about in their Urine, and the end of the paſſage 
of the Tard gum'd up. Theſe Gleets generally inſeſt 
tang uine hot Conſtitutions, which are moſt addicted to 
Vienery, and upon their uſing Venus too frequent, or 
any violent Exerciſe that lays a ſtreſs upon the Back, 
and conſequently injures the Reins, by that means en- 
creaſing, bringing a Pain and Weakneſs in the Loins, 
Sc. and caules the Gleeting to continue, and has, upon | 
neglect, had ſuch effects upon ſome Perſons, 0 o

bring them-into dectinifly Condicings, which have ter- 

minated very ill, when ſome particular corroborating 

Medicines, would at firſt ( dextrouſly apply'd ) have

_ © Gleets that are incurable, are occaſion d when the 
ſides of thoſe little Ulcers are grown Callous, and con- 
ſequently are turn d into Fiſtula's, proving like an Iſſus 
to a Man, to which the whole ſuperfluous Humours of 
the Body flow, and cannot be reſtrain d, and which, 
while Running, the Patiem in every reſpect elſe ſeems 
well, and if but ſtopt a · while, is ill, and the reaſon of 
their incurability, is, their being remote, and ſeared 
in ſo tender a part, that Medicines of ſtrength and 
ſharpneſs, which the Diſeaſe require, cannot be uſed 
without offending, excoriating, and putting the parts 
which they are to paſs by, before they can arrive to 
the part affected, to an intolerable Pain; alſo Nature 
having plac'd the parts neceſſary for Procreation, ſo 
ſecute and abſtruſe in the Body, ( eſpecially the Vaſa 
Deferentia, and the Veſiculæ Seminales, which are of a

S Tormentillz in Ag. Fontan. and then mixing Milk 
and a little Oar-meal, made a fort of Milk-Porrage, 
on which he only liv'd for a Seaſon ; he avoided the 
Sight of all Women, bur. ſuch as had Antivenereal Fa.

But that Gleers for the generality are curable, what 
has been ſaid, I think, makes appear, and is ſufficienr
